CITY ABLAZE. 

Los Angeies has accepted the cha!-

There are 
féwer relics of an effete past, and more 
features of a thoroughly modern 
metropolis here, than in other cities, 
large or small.

fold, mass on mass, from doorways 
and window casings. 

EVERYWHERE COLOR. 

Out among the houses of the people 
lawns are stuck full of flagk, 
float also from ail the angles of the 
houses, presenting a sea of color, only 
matched by nature in this land of the 
sun im these days of springtime 
beauty. 

Banks, mercantile houses, tall office 
Dulidings, dingy factories and resi- 
Gences from the cottage to the man- 
Sion, all present a scene of bewilder- 
ing color, most artistically arranged. 
Tt is the red, white and blue, every- 
where, and the “Star-spangied banner’ 
Goes not need to be quoted, for the 
whole populace with spontaneous en- 
thusiasm give the national colors 
three Gheers wherever their eyes catch 
a display more beautiful than another.

40 attempt any detailed description 
of the decorations in the business cen- 
ter of the city, puzzles the will beyond 
conception. The ways of using the 
national colors are so manifold and 
complicated that a whole page could 
not tell the story. The four principa! 
business streets, Hill, Broadway, 
Spring and Main, naturally show the 
most profuse use of bunting and the 
most artistic combinations of flags, 
streamers and shields. 

On Broadway, half a dozen times 
across each block, from Temple to Sev- 
enth street. rows of red electric lan- 
terns, globe-shaped, are strung. a 
dozen lanterns in each row. At the 
crossings these lamps are festooned in 
the center and tied to the buildings on 
the four corners. Looking down the 
street at a little distance the whole 
atmosphere seems dotted with big fire- 
fies, fMuttering in the breeze in’ be- 
wildering ¢confusion.

The plirase by implication séts up antagonism 
betwéen thé man and wealth, between the mere 
sentient being and the achievements. of life. The 
author of the phrase, all his life long, had a per- 
sonal quarrel with the competitive method of 
living, and when he said, “I stand for men,” he 
meant to express a preference for the socialist 
theory, as compared with the competitive practice 
which he found the world living by. This view of 
the phrase’ has been generally attached to it and 
this explains why the strong natures, which achieve 
success of themselves, take little account of it, and 
why the weak nature, which halts on the road or 
falis, accepts it as a means by whith he might 
make greater progress by having something to 
take his part, stand for him and help him along. 

In some respects Henry George was nét a weak 
: character. Yet in other respects he was not a 

strong one. From almost any point of view his 
life was a failure. From a business standpoint it 
was altogether a failure. 

And this question 6f life by. competition or by 
association On the socialist plan, is-a matter of 
business. Henry George was a newspaper pub- 
lisher, but did not succeed at it. He was a poli- 
tician, but achieved go success m this line. He 
was béaten by competitors’ for newspaper suc- 
cess and by competitors for political advancement. 
His declaration, “I stand for men,” may be taken 
as the cry of the vanquished, as the declaration of 
one fallen in the battle who heard ringing in his 
ears the triumphant “vae victis.” prs to purely 
business success he achieved none. He lived and 
died poor. The only line of human effort in which 
Henry George can be said to have succeeded was 
in that of the agitator. He taught men discontent. 
He told them they were downtrodden; that the so- 
cial system was too hard for them. His t 
made men envious; sowed seeds of malice in their 
minds; tended to set them adrift aimlessly chasing 
raifibows to find a bag of gold, rather than to lead 
them to take a pick and go into the hills to dig 
gold from the rocks. | 

Paternalism, the relying on some one to stand 
for you, doés not tend toward building up man- 
hood; it saps the strength out of men and creates 
a disposition to lie down, to cease the struggic, to 
give up, to despair. That philosophy will not make 
men. The product must be weaklings unable to

for them, to prop them up.

Under the competitive system there can be no 
shirking of tesponsibilities. Each must do his 
share.

Paddling the canoe is ex- 
cellent exercise, and while it. may generate a little 
‘uncomfortableness it will toughen the. fiber, enlarge 
the bone, develop strength at every point, and 
bring forth skill, which will guide the boat to a 
safe anchorage in due time. : 

Robley D. Evans had no Henry George to stand 
.for him from the hour he went to Annapolis until 
.teday. He needed ‘none to stand for him. His 
life has been spent in places where there was room 
for only one man, and where only a real man 
could stand. He was hard beset by competitors 
from the first day he took his place in class to 
learn the rudiments of navigation and in the ranks 
to learn seamanship by hard drill, The competi- 
tors have followed in his wake in every voyage he 
has éver sailed and stood by him at the breech of 
every gun fired. Many of them were men, every 
inch. They had a man’s equipment in head, in 


when they learned conic sections and how to lay 
a ship's course. It stood by them when they 
manned guns in some terrific battle. And not one 
of them ever called out for any man to stand for 
them. By standing for themselves, they won all 
the battles of life. 

Henry George's socialist theory expressed by the 
plirase, “I stand for men,” will never give the 
world, rot in 10,000 years, a Shake re, a Milton, 
an Arkwright, a Carnegie, a Gen. Grant, of an Ad- 
miral Evans.

DIPLOMATIC BREECHES BREACHES?

e diplomat concerned this time is Henry 
White, American’ Ambassador to France. This. 
gentleman seems to have been guilty of the 
heinous offense of cncasing his limbs in diplomatic 
breeches, and now some casterners are trying to 
convict him’ of breaches.

| ORK OF LIQUIDATION. 
In two and a half months, December 28 to 


fornia doing business under State charter showed 
a decrease in deposits of $15,766,000. Where did 
all this money go? To pay débts. In the: flush 
times when all were forcing businéss. at high 
pressure, much of it was done on credit. Business 
men carried large sums in the banks, subject to 
check to meet demands of business. 
this ready money business men had given notes 
to the bank; others carried large credits with man- 
ufacturers. With a slower pace, the first thought 
has been to reduce indebtedness and stop interest. 
Just as fast «as business men accumulated a few 
thousand dollats they drew against it to take up 
a note held by a bank or by an individual, or to 
discharge a debt at the East. 

See how this works. A man wishes to have 
plenty of ready funds to meet demands. He gives 
a banker a note for $20,000, but just has the money 
placed to his credit in his book. It appears in the 
deposits. He draws a check for $20,000, takes up 
his note; the unoney remains in the bank as part 
‘of its resources, but disappears from the deposit 
account. Yet not a dollar has goné out of the 
bank or out of the community. 

All over the cauntry the work of each day has 
been to contract obligations. The work is being 
tapidly accomplished and when complete will leave 
the business world in a more healthy condition 
than it was before. Real estate dealing in Los An- 
geles was done largely on credit during the active 
times the last three years. In no other sphere is 
liquidation going on more rapidly than in this. 
The indebtedness lying upon real property is many 
millions less than six months ago, and is contract- 
ing almost daily. As this. goes on, the realty mar- 
ket gets into much better shape. The fact that in 
these weeks of tight money and comparatively slow 
business there have been almost no sheriff's sales, 
and very little disposition to sacrifice holdings, 
shows how very Solid the market basis is. | 


APAN’S FINANCIAL STRAITS. 

Japan must hold up, whether the government 
wishes it or not. The war with Russia left the 
country burdened Avith a debt larger than that of 
the United States, with more than twice the popu- 
lation of the islands, and more than twenty times 
their wealth. | 

Since the close of the war, instead of turning 
their attention to liquidation and development of 
the country in a reasonable way, the Japanese have 
leaped into the building of more warships, the de- 
velopment of manufacturing and of commerce on 
a scale more befitting the United States or Ger- 
many; and in addition to all this they have under- 
taken colonization at a pace which seems to be 
killing. Moreover, the army is maintained on a 
footing which only the prespect of immediate war 
with some strong power could justify. 

The war was carried on by credit, and borrowed 
‘money always comes due. Japan is face to face 
with obligations to redeem $50,000,000 of her war 
bonds, and she has ‘only 60 cents on the dollar to 
do this with. In other words, Japan must default 
in the payment of her obligations. 

We all know what that means to an individual. 
it means about the same to a nation. If money 
cannot be found, a new loan must be floated. That 
is always hard, pgs 8 impossible for the bank- 
rupt. The Japanese government evidently finds it 
dificult to get store credit, for 8 per cent. interest 
is offered to the holders of these national bonds 
if they will renew them. 

After the way of the spendthrift Japan seeks to 
further enlarge her indebtedness in the face of her 
default to meet what she owes. If the people who 
manage things there were wise they would be well 
pleased to get 40 per cent. of the bond holders to 
renew the loan at such high imterest, a course 
which would give her better credit in the world 
atter $30,000,000 of the debt was paid. But Japan 
is not governed by wise people. The proposition 
is to raise a new loan of $80,000,000, which will add 
$30,000,000 to her debt already so heavy a load on 
the people.

ARE DISTURBING. 


INDUSTRIAL RESULTS ARE FRE- 
QUENTLY FAR-REACHING. 

Though Valuable, Inipreved Ma- 
chinery ig not Always Used Be- 
cause of the Heavy investments 
That Would Become of Little Serv- 
ice in Industrial Work. 


Invention is the handmaid of busi- 
ness, and it has contributed might- 
ly to the value and increase of our 
industrial life, says George E. Waish, 
in the Sunday Magazine. But there 
are times when it proves somewhat 
demoralizing and threatens to produce 
dire results, It has the unpleasant 
feature. of creating improvements by 
leaps and bouniis instead of by steady, 
continuous action. ‘The effect of sud- 
fenly revolutionizing an old indus- 
try may therefore bring consternation 
and demoralization te those interested. 


A good many years ago shirt manu- 
facturing was a conservative, respect- 


of others, rankles deeply in the minds 
of many manufacturers, who, years 
ago, tu them down without a 
proper hearing. It does not pay to let 
even the crank go away without exam- 
ining his proposition. 
INVENTION LOOKED INTO. 
So it ts found that nearly all of the 
large manufacturers are cautiously re- 
ceptive to the inventors. They employ 
experts, whose busfness it is to exam- 
ine into every invention offered. If 
there is anything promising in it, an 
offer is made for its purchase. 
In former days the outright purchase 
of the inventions was generaily suc- 
cessful. This was considered a good 
way of protecting a company from 
rivals. Thousands of tents were 
thus purchased by the companies 
and laid aside for the future. Many 
times they were never turned into 
practical use, because it was consid- 
ered cheaper to go on with the old 
machinery than to equip the plant 
with the new improvements. So long as 
rival corporations could not get the 
use of the inventions, this method was 
safe enough. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has upward of a thousand pat- 
ents laid away on its shelves which 
were purchased years ago and have 
rever n developed. , These patents

LARGE ADDITION TO WEALTH. 


It has been roughly estimated that 
invention has added about forty-five 
thoueand millions of dollars to the 
wealth of our country, a sum which is 
greater than the national debts of all 
countries. Millions of dollars have 
been paid out in royalties every year 
for these inventions, and many more 
millions are annually invested in new 


velopment of inventions. 

It is @ common saying among ma- 
chinists that a machine becomes anti- 
quated inside of five yea This does 
not refer to the life of the machine, 
but to the fact that new inventions 
improve it so that it pays to throw it 
out of a shop and put in a new type. 
This is well illustrated in the manu- 
facture of motor cars. The most ex- 
pensive part of this business has beun. 
to equip the shops with moern tools 
and machines for making the various 
parts on a large scale. Nearly all 
American cars are made by high 
priced machinery. In the effort to 
reach perfection in the different parts 
it has been necessary to equip the 
shops with jigs, lathes, cutting tools, 
screw machines and polishing and 
bending implements of all kinds. The 
tool and machine equipment of a single 
shop will often amount to an invest- 
ment of one or two hundred thousand 
dollars. A single machine will often 
cost twenty thousand dollars. The 
great manufacturing shops have to re- 
place the equipment almost from foun- 
dation up once in every three years. 
The total cost is enormous, and th- 
apparent waste seems inexplicable. 
But it is Necessary in order to keep 
abreast of the times. A single new 
invention will often save a thousand or 
two dollars a day in one department. 
The Manufacturers base their chances 
of profit upon the wholesale produc- 
tion of goods which are equal if not 
superior to hand made goods. 

The inventor keeps the business man 
guessing. Today his business is ap- 
parently on a sound foundation, or- 
ders are , shops are well equipped 
with the latest machinery, and the 
whole plant is running economically. 
Tomorrow some impecunious-looking 
individual waiks into the shop and un- 
folds from an old newspaper wrapping 
the model of an invention which he 
claims will save the manufacturer so 
many cents on every article he turns 
out. Now, the problem is to ascertain

In this way 
they protect themselves from having 
their patents shelved. 

But all this adds to the uncertainty 
of manufacuring. It makes the busi- 
ness man keen for the latest develop- 
ment of inventions, to get some im- 
provement which will give him an ad- 
vantage over his rivals. Premiums are 


offered to employés for every improve- 
ment or invention which will work to- 
ward economy of operation. \

Does a Little Scientific Investigation 
for Himself on Telephonic 


Young men who think that all the 
great things that are worth doing have 
been done; 
made; all the strange countries have 
been visited; all the grand inventions 
finished, and all that is worth finding 
out has already been printed in books, 
make a mistake, says a writer in St. 
Nicholas. eLt us see what one young 
man has done. There is in one of the 
great scientific schools a student who, 
when fifteen years old, began the study 
of a thew science called wireless teleg- 
raphy.

The taxpayers .and 
business men of San Francisco are al- 
together too long-suffering; but by 
their apathy in allowing such industrial 
conditions to continue they deserve to 
suffer both financially and in the esti- 
mate of the rest of the country. One of 
the latest cumulative evidences of the 
union-ridden condition of the city is the 
action of the Park Commission regard- 
ing the employment of a band for Sun- 
day concerts in Golden Gate Park. The 
Fifth Regiment National Guard Band 
offered to furnish forty-four enlisted 
men for four concerts without charge 
and thereafter for one year at $50 per 
concert. The Park gave 
the contract to a union band of thirty 


men at $160 per concert. The reason 
or this peculiar action given by Mr. 
James D. Phelan, one of Park Com- 


missioners, is that such permission 
given to a non-union band would tend 
to disturb the harmonies which it is so 
desirable to preserve by allowing none 
but union bands to discourse music to 
the general] public to the exclusion of 
all non-union and open shop citizens. 
The Citizens’ Alliance of San Fran 
Cisco utters a vigorous protest to the 
action of Mr. Phelan and his commis- 
sion, and in a communication addressed 
to the commission — 

“We protest that the position taken 
by Mr. Phelan is one of exclusion to a 
certain class from the enjoyment of 
rights which are common to all Ameri- 
can citizens. If he had desired to dis- 
turb the 


attain his end. 

“We further protest that it is no part 
of the duty of representatives of this 
free government either in its general 
form or in its minutest subdivisions to 
discriminate against any class of our 
citizens. 


“We are informed that in the case of 
many unions, in the Na- 
@ional Guard is a disqualification from 
membership in such unions. If men 
who wear the uniform of the State and 
country, who have voluntarily entered 
the State militia, are to be arbitrarily 
deprived on the one hand of the right 
to join a union if they so desire, and on 
the other of the right of public employ- 
ment because they have not joined 
union, you will establish a condition 
uterly destructive of patriotism. 

“Mr. Phelan might with perfect con- 
sistency follow his expressed views to 
their logical conclusion and say that 
no park musician should be other than 
of a certain nationality, or that men 
applying for enlistment in the ranks of 
the National Guard should neither be 
colored, nor men free from affiliations 
with some organization known as & 
union. 

“We insist that the band of the Fifth 
Regiment, consisting, as it does, of tax- 
payers and citizens, be not subjected 
to unfair discrimination.” 

One of the most re phases 
of Mr. Phelan’s position is that he is 
chairman of the committee for the re- 
ception of the Atlantic fleet now on. this 
Coast. While seeking the ald of the 
public for a proper welcome to the 
naval arm of the government he de- 
liberately insults the military arm as 
represented by the National Guard.

A visitor recently to one of the old- 
est breweries in the United States 
found the brewmaster, a good-humored 
German scientist, seated in front of a 
giass box. His hands were at work 
inside the case, which they entered 
through air tight sleeves. 

“Excuse me for a few minutes,” said 
the brew expert. “I think I have got! 
my gentleman. I have been hunting for 
him for nearly two years. I captured 
fifteen igdividuals of his tribe, but they 
were not my gentlemen.” 

At last he withdrew his hands.

“How do I find them? All honor to 
many of the world’s greatest chemists 
and bacteriologists who have frequent- 
ly begun the studies in ounceven with 
brewing.

‘Then came Hansen, the Dane, aided 
by his government, to study yeast, and 
he succeeded in isolating the yeast 
plant, and from his parent stock pure 
yeast has been sent all over the world 
to be cultivated and used, A scientific 
inventor aided this search by ruling 
@ little glass saucer about the size of 
a §-cent piece with a thousand lines to 
the Inch in both directions. To the 
naked eye these lines do not show, 
but under a thousand-diameter micro- 
scope they are perfect little squares. 
Then Hansen took some yeast—a pin 
point full, perhaps—and diluted and di- 
luted it with distilled water until he 
thought or hoped that only six or seven 
of his yeast gentiemen would be left. 
Then he peered through his micro- 
scope, and if he were lucky, perhaps 
on one of his tiny squares would be 
only one of his gentlemen. 

“Phen he would permit this gentle- 
man to multiply, and after a little col- 
ony was started, the chaaiing would 
fieh for him with a platinum needle. 
He could not tell whether he had 
caught one of them or not. All he 
could do was to, put the needle fn cul- 
ture media, and if something hap- 


pened after a few days, he had caught 
him: if nothing happened, he ha 
mixsed him. If he had caught him, 
he allowed his captive to raise a fam- | 
ily, and then tried them. Perhaps, 
then the scientist would be sorry that 
he had caught him. But finally Han- 
sen succeeded in isolating the yeast he 
was searching for, and the result was 
a pedigree yeast which is worth mil- 
lions to hrewe because they can de- 
pend on the e éct of this single yeast 
when it is added to the brew 

A YEAR'S WORK FOR NOTHING. 

“In America we’ also catch our true 
yeast now by the same method. One 
year I caught twelve different gentie- 
men after nine months’ work, and 
every one of the twelve was worthless. 
Either they made a poor flavor or bad 
color in the beer, or else they were 
weak and would die under ordinary 
conditions.

aristocrats. Today I have billions of 
descendants of these pioneers, but my 
three first families of the brewery, you 
may be sure, live in most seclud 
quarters in my laboratory. One min- 
ute’s exposure to the ordinary air and 
all my work might be undone. They 
live in a degree of sterilization unsur- 
passed in any hospital. For if you 
are hunting for yeast the air of your 
room, and especially the air in the 
glass case, must be as sterile as it 

can be made. 

“And if any one thinks of brewing as 
being somehow done in dirty fashion 
let him just remember that a tiny bit 
of dirt, a few errant germs, may in 
an hour undo the work of years of 
patient toil, and at the same time ruin 
thousands of barrels of beer. The 
precautions for sterilizing milk are as 
nothing to the care with which the 
American brewer—selfishly, 
guards hig family of yeast aristocrats. 
Everything is sterilized, every process 
of heat and refrigeration known to 
sanitation is employed. Vats, pipes, 
valves, barrels, bottles are kept scru- 
pulously clean with live steam and 
boiling water and soda. Even the wa- 
ter used in manufacturing is filtered 
and then sterilized. The barrels them- 
selves are lined with rosin at a tem- 
perature of 450 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The bottles are sterilized, the beer is 
sterilized, and finally the bottled prod- 
uct is sterilized. Even the air in the 
brewery cellars is sterilized and the 
walls are kept clean with an anti- 
septic solution. There is no special 
praise due the brewer for this. He 
has to do it. Otherwise his pet yeast 
germs might continue their activity 
when he did not want them to, or the 
other little gentlemen of the air might 
get in some of their fine work which 


, would ruin the product. For even a 


slight change in the shade of beer— 
even though it does not affect its pota- 
bility—-would instantly ruin its sale."

vantage. In the navy it was the same.

I might tell you 
about an association of producing 
managers which has recently sworn to 
chase.down these petty steals, but so 
far it has done nothing save waste talk 
on the joint Committee of Copyrights 
at Washington. The moving-picture 
and phonograph men, whom the man- 
agers are now trying to make pay for 
their copyrighted works, were effectu- 
ally spending money in the Washing- 
ton lobbies long before the play -makers 
woke up to the fact that they were be- 
ine robbed.”

It takes well-nigh as long ' 
to cultivate a paying crop of what 
are irreverently called ‘high-brows’ as 
to make a good lawn. The lawn 
lasts: but the hich-brows ejther die 
off or take to writing plays. And 
either pursuit, dying or playwriting, 
has a tendency to alienate them from 
the theater.” 

I expressed the fear that he didn't 
possess much faith in a betterment of 
the theater. He was quick to reply 
that he had been working in the 
theater twenty-five years, and that it 
had been getting better all the time.

ASH TO LOWER 
RECORD FAILS. 


TIRE TROUBLE CAUSES LOSS OF 
VALUABLE TIME. 

Sprung Radiator Also Responsible 
for Failure to Maintain Schedule. 
Fernando Nelson, Present Holder 
of Record, Pilot on Car Which Made 

Dash from San Francisco. | 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, April 18.—([Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] H. Harrison, 
who started from San Francisco this 
morning on a record run to Los An- 
geles in his Oldsmobile, gave up the 
‘pace at Santa Barbara this afternoon. 


| He drove the machine into this city at 


4 o'clock this afternoon, thirty minutes 
behind the schedule, after having been 
delayed with tire trouble and a broken 
radiator. To have broken the record, 
Harrison would have been compelled 
to drive to Los Angeles in three hours 
and fifteen minutes. He decided the 
roads would not permit him to drive 
at top speed all the way. 

The Oldsmobile started this morning 
from Market and Guerrero streets in 
San Francisco, with Fernando Nelson, 
donor of the trophy cup, as pilot. The 
Columbia car, which made the record, 
escorted the Oldsmobile to the city 
limits. At Palo Alto, Harrison was on 
time, he was ahead of the Columbia's 
time at Gilroy, and at Bradley had in- 
creased his lead considerably. While ; 
flying along about thirty miles from 
Soledad, the radiator of the car was 
torn loose, and an hour's delay 
sulted. Harrison reached Paso Robles 
only seventeen minutes ahead of the 
Columbia's time to that point. On 
the Cuesta grade, approaching San 
Luis Obispo, tire trouble delayed the 
Olds twenty minutes, and the car ar- 
rived behind schedule. On the roads 
between San Luis and Santa Maria, 
the Olds made up what it had lost and 
gained twelve minutes. 

At Santa Maria, an effort was made 
to repair the radiator, and another 
precious hour was lost. This delay 
practically put Harrison out of the run- 
ning, though he drove at top speed to 
Santa Barbara, arriving there too late 
to proceed.

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THE UGANDA PRODUCT. 


FRoM AMERICAN SEEDS, It Is GROWING 


AT SOURCE OF THE NILE. 
_ From Our Own Correspondent, 


AMPALA (Uganda.)—A nation of 4,000,000 blacks 


Bis K who are beginning to plant American cotton. 


A territory which has some of the best cotton 


soil Known to the world and which is as big as Ala- 


bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, South Carolina and Geor- 
gia combined! 


A country protected by Great Britain whose people 


have millions to back it and who make and sell more 
cotton than any other nation outside our own. 

These are some of the conditions which point toward 
Uganda as the African cotton land of the future. The 
cloud is now no bigger than the hand of a man; but it 
is growing, and it may bring mighty storms into our 
financial sky. 

It is now only two years since the British began to ex- 
periment with ‘cotton raising in this part of the world. 
,The first seed was sent out by the British Cotton Grow- 
ing Association, and it was distributed to the native 
chiefs throughout the country. That was in 1904, and 
there are now thousands of little plantations all over 
Uganda. In most places the fields are less than an acre 
in size; and in many they consist of only little patches 
connected with the bananas growing about the houses. 
Nevertheless the cotton is everywhere, and everywhere 
it grows well. This is so with almosteno cultivation. I 
have walked through fields where the plants were higher 
than my head and have pulled the lint from fat bolls 
surrounded by weeds. | 

The amount of seed first used was about 1000 pounds. 
The product last year from this was almost 2,000,000 
pounds; and the output of the current year will be 5,000,- 
000 pounds of seed cotton. This all comes from culti- 
vated patches set out by the natives and worked by 
them, almost without instruction from those who are 
engineering the cotton movement here. I have seen 
hundreds of bags brought into Kampala on the heads of 
the natives, who walk many miles to take their huc to 
the market. The amount coming in now is some..ing 
like two tons per day, and there are great warehouses 
here which are packed full of ogttos ready for ginning.

have a British manager and assistants, and are putting 
_ up a big ginning plant, with the best of modern ginning 
machinery. Twenty-four gins are already running, and 
these are operated by two steam engines, one of which 
is of 100-horse-power. 

The gins are made by Platt Brothers & Co. of Eng- 
land, and were installed by J. Buckley, a representa- 
tive of that company, who has been over our cotton 
States and claims to know all about American cotton. 
He tells me that the cotton here, grown from our seed, 
is superior to the same cotton grown in America, and 
that it is as good as any upland cotton that we produce. 
The present output of the gins is only about four tcns 
per day, but this will be increased. 

This company has also a hydraulic baling press, made 
by John Shaw & Sons of Manchester, and it proposes 
to install other machinery. At present it is difficult to 
land heavy freight here. Unti] the Uganda Railway 
was completed everything was brought in by black por- 
ters. As all was carried upon the head, no piece weigh- 
ing more than sixty or seventy pounds could be carried 
on the long journey of 800 miles up from the sea coast. 
In this hydraulic press there is one cylinder which 
weighs two and one-half tons, and it almost broke down 
the boat by which it was carried across Lake Victoria. 
The nearest landing place on that lake is several miles 


80 arranged that the cotton can be wheeled in and the 
lint dropped down below. 

Right near the ginning rooms are the warehouses. 
These are now five in number. They are seventy-five 
feet long and thirty feet wide, and have on hand about 
2,000,000 pounds of seed cotton ready for ginning. ll 
this has come in within the past few months, and the 
cotton is now arriving by the hundreds of bags every 
All Brought in on the Head. 


While at the factory I saw scores of natives trotting 
along with great bags of cotton on their heads, and 
wherever I go I pass men bringing in cotton. The stuff 
is still in the seed. It is put up in banana bark and 
bound over and over with banana fibers so that it can- 
not fall out during the carrying. Each bale weighs 
about seventy pounds, and this is a good load for a na- 
tive. The men who bring it in are usually dressed in 
bark cloth, but some of them wear Americani, or Amer- 
ican cotton sheeting, which is popular here in Uganda. 

When the cotton arrives at the warehouses it is 
weighed, and the man is paid in rupees, or in strings 
of cowry shells, about 2 cents a pound. This amount of 


2 cents constitutes his reward for planting and harvest- 
ing the crop, in addition to bringing it for mites on his «

tone about your rubber possibilities, Dr. Christy?” I 
asked. 

“We have rubber vines and rubber trees, and some of 
the latter are 100 feet high, with a large girth. They run 
from that size down to sprouts. We have about 2,000,000 
rubber trees in our concession. They range in diame- 
ter from three inches to three or four feet. The most 
of them are ready for tapping, and we shall exploit that 
part of our concession first. We shall work carefully, 
delaying the timber export until we have our rubber in- 
dustry thoroughly established, as we fear that the cut- 
ting down of the other trees may break the rubber trees. 

“Our plan now is to cut out the underbrush and map 
the forest, so that each part of it can be easily cared for. 
We already have 900 men at work, and shall have dou- 
ble that number within a few weeks. We expect to build 
villages on the estate and to train our owh workmen. 
We have already brought expert rubber gatherers from 
Ceylon to show the natives how to tap the rubber trees 
without injuring them. If they are properly handled 
they will continue to yield rubber year after year for 
their full life of about forty years. A tree is ready for 
tapping at about five years of age, so that we expect to 
get an income for thirty-five years out of each young 


tree. In a short time our property will be a great rub- 
ber farm yielding a vast crop every year.”

the vehicles of organizations having no connection with 
the Red Cross Society. | 


The executive committee of the National Red Cross 
Society is the active force in the effort to break up prac- 
tices which have been felt to constitute almost a scandal. 
A request has been sent all over the country that the in- 
signia of the organization be taken from all hospital am- 
bulances and relief wagons not allied with the society. 

Moreover members are requested to report to the offi- 
cials cases of the red cross being used as the trade mark 
for medicines of any kind. In the latter case it may 
be necessary to appeal for the enactment of a law to 
protect the symbol, but even this will be done if need be. 

It has become the custom of hospitals throughout the 
country to paint on the sides of their ambulances a red 
cross. No one will deny that there is a certain appro- 
priateness in their use of the symbol, for as in the case 
of the society their work is directed to the alleviation of 
suffering. It is from no petty motive of jealousy that an 
effort is being made to remove these crosses. The Red 
Cross Society appreciates and admires the great work 
done by the nation’s institutions for the sick and suffer- 
ing, but nevertheless it is compelled to insist that they 
refrain from using its symbol. 

While not so intended, the placing of the cross on the 
hospital wagon is a violation of the treaties of the na- 
tions which give the Red Cross Society its privileges in 
time of warfare. According to all these agreements the 
symbol shall only be placed on property actually owned 
by the Red Cross Society, and only members shall be em- 
powered to wear the emblem on their arms. 

Any person not a member wearing a Red Cross badge, 
or disguising the purposes of a hospital wagon or vehicle 
of any kind, by putting on the cross that gains immunity 
from the bullets of soldiers, shall be considered as a spy 
and so treated. 

The need for these precautions can readily be under- 
stood. It was not an easy matter to gain the assent of 
the powers of the world to the agreements that launched 
the Red Cross Society on its work of mercy. All were 
suspicious; each feared that under the Red Cross in- 
signia treachery might hide. Therefore the most strin- 
gent rules were adopted to prevent the misuse of the 
sign now known all over the world. 

Nowhere else has it been treated with the same liberty 
as in the United States. On the contipent the red cross 
is almost worshiped. It stands next to the cross of the 
Christian faith as one of the most sacred emblems the 
world knows. 

What the executives of the American society seek is to 
place the red cross in the same position here, and it will 
be curious indeed if the Easter spirit does not give their 
work an impetus, for it is the season of seasons when 
the mind of man turns in gratitude to the blessings con- 
ferred by the cross. — 

It is only a step from the cross of Christianity, the 
familiar symbol, revered in the new world, to the differ- 
ent-shaped cross that is the mark of the great humanita- 
rian society. 

Both descend from the same sacred wood that saw the 
most potent event in the world’s history. re. 

There are half a dozen shapes of cross, each repre- 
senting the form which a sect or people believe was the 
kind of cross that Christ died on. 

Among those forms is one known as the Greek cross.

Long ago, way back in the earlier beginnings of Switz- 
erland, that brave little country that maintained repub- 
lican government in the midst of monarchies, long be- 
fore the United States had its birth, the Greek cross in 
white on a red field was adopted as the flag of the coun- 
try. The origin of this flag is important, for in addition 
to being the patriotic banner of a heroic people, with one 
important alteration, it was destined to become the em- 
blem of a grand movement of humanity. i 


In the wars of Alexander, Napoleon or Hannibal, no 
records are to be found of organized corps of nurses and 
doctors, neutrals, going to the aid of soldiers, adminis- 
tering to both sides, and knowing no race or side in 
the effort to alleviate misery. . 

In the Crimea, Florence Nightingale, now a venerable 
woman of 88, showed what could be done to lessen suffer- 
ing, but the organization of the Red Cross society did not 
come till several years later. 


A humane Swiss gentleman, Henry Dunant, while jour- 


neying through Italy, came upon the battlefield of Sol- 
ferino, just after the struggle had left the earth cluttered 
with groaning and dying men. 

Defying the stern military law that exluded Civilians 
from the field of battle, no matter how great the need 
of help, he arrested his journey and worked among the 
unfortunates. 

So impressed was he with the need of shaping some 


possible in time of warfare, that he wrote a book, which 
was promptly translated into all languages, and had the 
effect of arousing world-wide sentiment in favor of the 
ideas he espoused. | 

A conference was called for Geneva, Switzerland, and 
the nations of the world were invited to participate and 
seek a means of lessening the horrors of warfare. 


This was the first step. One year later, in 1864, a con- 


vention was held in Geneva, in which nearly every im- 
portant nation excepting the United States was repre- 
sented. Uncle Sam was then too busy with his Civil 
War or take part. 

The ten articles, known as the “Treaty of Geneva,” 
were adopted, providing that all wounded or stick sol- 
diers, and all nurses or surgeons attending them, ali hos- 
pitals and materials for their use, all wagons and ambu- 
lances bearing the insignia of the society, should be held 
sacred to both armies and not be captured or assailed by 
either. 

In order that civilians could go on the field of battle. 
and not be mistaken as spies, it was decided that a sym- 
bol should be adopted that would be known the world 
over, and serve as a sure means of identification. 

It was proposed that as Switzerland, the smallest of 
countries, had had the courage to call the nations to- 
gether, they would honor her by making the Swiss flag 
—a Greek white cross on a red fleld—their sign. But 
Switzerland could not yield her flag, so it was decided 
to reverse the colors and make the sign a red cross on 
a white field. This changed every hospital flag in the 
world. There is now only one Red Cross flag, and every 
soldier knows and respects it. 

It was not until eighteen years later that the United 
States became a party to the Red Cross movement, and 
that it did so was only because Clara Barton, while trav- 
eling to recover her healtfh, came in contact with the 
work during the Franco-Prussian War. Mainly through 
her efforts the United States government became inter- 
ested and under President Arthur signed the treaty. 

What is known as the American amendment was pro- 
posed by this country, and extends the use of the Red 
Cross Society to work in times of great visitations, as. 
for instance, the Johnstown flood, San Francisco fire, 
etc. | 

In case hospitals desire to ornament their ambulances 
with some distinctive sign, the Red Cross Society pro- 
poses that they adopt a green St. Andrew's Cross, to be 
known as the Hospital Cross. os

The earliest pioneers 
in phrenology did some actual good to science. 
stimulated the research in the localization of the brain's 
functions, resulting in the discovery that definite parts 
of the brain controlled certain groups of muscles, such 
as those of the thumb, arm, leg, etc. 
usefulness ended. Before gaining more complete knowl- 
edge from actual observation they extended phrenology 
along the lines of pure unwarranted theory and claimed 
that mental activities, as well as the muscles, had defi- 
nite brain centers which developed in proportion as 
their respective functions were exercised.

. took the further step and taught that a special develop- 
ment of any mental faculty was accompanied by a pro- 
trusion of the skull over the brain center serving to this 
particular faculty.

T is not strange that the egg became an Easter em-

duction, while among Christians it has always symbol- 
ized immortality and the resurrection.

From the Orient, where egg lore really had its birth, it 
spread all over Europe, largely through Gipsy influence, 
until there grew up a vast system of popular egg-lore 
superstition, mixed with witchcraft and Christianity, 
from which we in America have inherited a considerable 
amount, though purged of many of its grosser features.

bring eggs into one’s house, whether they be Easter eggs 
or not 


Returning to Scotland for a moment, it is interesting 
to learn that the farmers in its eastern counties always 
set a hen upon an odd number of eggs, believing that 
otherwise chicks to be hatched out will surely be addled, 
while if the eggs be sat on before sunset the chicks will 
come into the world totally blind. In lower Austria 
special power is believed to be resident in the Easter 
egg for the discovery of witches. If one take an Easter 
eggs to church, should there be any witches among the 
worshipers the egg will identify them at once, for, by 
means of the egg’s uncanny power, witches will at once 
be known and revealed by the milkpails on their heads, 
and by pieces of cork held in their hands in the place 
of prayer-books! In the same region eggs inserted into 
the walls of a newly-built house will charm away all 
possibility of witchcraft. In parts of rural England, 
especially in Northumberland, Easter eggs are used as 
a popular means of divining future husbands and wives, 
among the young people. If a maiden wishes to prog- 
nosticate infallibly who is to be the happy man, she first 
boils a hen’s egg. fasts in silence for a whole day, then 
extracts the yoke, fills the empty space with salt, and 
then forthwith proceeds to eat both shell and all! Hav- 
ing swallowed this somewhat unpalatable egg. the girl 
then walks backward and forward, at the same time ut- 
tering a popular form of incantation. Pope Paul V once 
pronounced his apostolic blessing over all the Easter 
eggs in England, by which no doubt their already in- 
herent efficacy was greatly enhanced. The very words 
of the Pope's blessing have been preserved to our time. 
They carry us back to the days of simple faith: 

“Bless. O Lord, these, thy creatures’ eggs, that they 
may become a wholesome sustenance to thy faithful 
people, eating them in thankfulness to Thee on account 
of the resurrection of Our Lord.” : 

In the north of England, on Easter Day the little 
boys go out begging for hard-boiled eggs, which are gen- 
erally beautifully colored and gilded. They play with 
the eggs, bowling them along the ground, tossing them 
like balls in the air, and even fighting battles with them 
in order to see whose eggs will prove the strongest. 
There is still surviving in the north of England the 
beautiful custom of making mutual presents of Easter 
eggs among the children of intimate families. The eggs 
are first colored and then are carved in artistic designs 
with a penknife. The shells are marked off into three 
divisions, one part inclosing the name of the child to 
whom it is to be given, another holding a little cupid,

In America, the colored Easter-egg hunting on the 
grassy lawns, and the Easter search after the mysterious 
rabbit's egg, are all modifications of European customs, 
while the giving of colored Easter eggs as presents is not 
an uncommon American habit, especially in connection 
with our American Sunday schools and churches. In 
Russia, the feast of Easter is observed as a regular 
annual visiting day. Having mutually embraced each 
other, the Easter caller at a Russian home presents a 
colored egg, receiving another in return from the host 
or hostess. The greeting is “Christ is risen,’ to which 
the host responds, “He is risen indeed.”” The symbolic 
Easter egg is used more among the adult populations of 
Russia and [Italy than among any other Europeans. In 
Russia, the Easter egg really takes the place of a call- 
ing card on that day. The Italians at their national 
Easter feast use only eggs blessed by the parish priest. 
The festal family board is set during the whole of Eas- 
ter week, and in its center can always be seen the pyr- 
amid of colored and gilded eggs, surrounded by the other 
and inferior dishes. From the beginning to the end of 
the Easter octave the Italians keep “open house,” and 
it is a point of honor that every visitor shall eat at least 
one Easter egg. The Jews also use an egg as a sacrificial 
Easter passover symbol, at their annual passover meal.

A TREE ON A TOWER. 

A tree growing on the top of the 110-foot tower of the 
courthouse at Greensburg, Ind., is a curiosity which 
is said by a writer in St. Nicholas to have no dupli- 
cate in the world.

It was found that the trees were nourished 
by a layer of growth a few feet below where the roots 
emerge. 

A large crack on the south side of the tower where 
one of the trees was removed is noticeable from the 
ground. Because of the lone tree, Greensburg is some- 
times known as the “Lone Tree City.”

OME of the most remarkable plants in all the world 
are directly associated with Easter. 
Take the Crucifixion Plant for example. It is 
a species of Euphorbia, and grows in a very curious way, 
with no leaves worth mentioning save at the ends of 
its branches. All the rest of it is mainly thorns. In 
fact, according to popular belief, it is the plant from 
which the crown of thorns was made, which the Savior 
wore. 

Specimens of it are not often seen. One comes across 
it once in a while in botanical gardens in this country, 
where, in accordance with an old-time custom, it is 
made to grow in such ingenious fashion as to take the

beneath with round spots, signifying the thirty pieces 
of silver for which Judas sold Him.” . 


Today this wonderful blossom is comparatively famil- 
iar, and is known as the passion flower. Botanists call 
it Passiflora incarnata. While its peculiarities of struc- 
ture are undeniably interesting, there is nothing about 
it that to the sane eye suggests the miraculous. As for 
the story it told to the Spanish priests, there could be 
no better illustration of the influence of imaginativa 
when inspired by religious enthusiasm. 


The same observation does not apply, however, to an- 
other plant, far more remarkable, which is even at the 
present day so great a rarity that probably there are not 
a dozen specimens of it in all the United States. Two 
of these are in the President’s greenhouses at Washing- 
ton. It will not survive unless kept in an extremely 
hot atmosphere laden with moisture—a fact from which 
it may be correctly inferred that this interesting vege- 
table species is a native of the Torrid Zone. Indeed, it 
grows nowhere except close to the equator, in wet and 
marshy places not far from sea level, where the humid 
air oppresses the traveler like so much almost-

But the oddest thing of all about the Crucifixion Plant, 
perhaps, is that it blends. When cut with a knife, drops 
of a red juice resembling blood exude from it. No won- 
der, then, that in the Old World, where religion and su- 
perstition so frequently merge, this strange - vegetable 
should be regarded with awe. The ignorant peasants, 
indeed, are fully persuaded that the red juice is really 
blood, and to them it is an additional sign of the super- 
natural that the sma!) pinkish flowers turn to a dark 
crimson as the season of blooming advances. 

Imagination wields a master brush, and lays on the 
colors with a skill most deft for purposes of illusion. 
What a wondrow flower it was that the Spanish priests 
first discovered in the primeval forests of South Amer- 
ica, its lovely blooms hanging in rich festoons from the 
branches of the trees. No wonder that they called it the. 
Flower of Passion, and saw in it a divinely-exhibited to- 

_ ken that all of the pagan Indians would be converted 
soon or late to Christianity. For did not the miracu- 
lous blossom contain within itself the whole of the sacred 
story of the Savior’s sufferings? : 


Another name they gave it was Flower of the Five 
Wounds, and said (as one holy monk wrote in painstak- 
ing script) that it had “clearly been designated by the 
Creator that it might, in due time, assist in the conver- 
sion of the unfortunate heathen.” In further explana- 
tion of which, a distinguished commentator, one Jacomo 
Bosio, remarked, in a valuable work on America pub- 
lished in the year 1610: 

“The filaments above resemble a blood-colored fringe, 
as though suggesting the scourge with which our blessed 
Lord was tormented. The column of the flagellation 
rises in the middle. The three nails are above it. The 
crown of thorns encircles the column; and close in the | 
center of the flower from which the column rises is a 
portion of a yellow color, in which are five spots or 
stains of the hue of blood, evidently setting forth the 
five wounds received by the Savior on the cross.

SENSATION OF FLYING. 


One of the _ first questions which I am 
usually asked by persons seeking information 
about balloons is, “What is the _ sensation of 


going up in a baloon?” writes Capt. C. DeF. Chand- 
ler, U.S.A. I will anticipate this same inquiry of the 
readers of this article, and state for their information 
that in a free balloon I have not noticed any peculiar 
physical sensation which can be described. It would 
be like trying to describe standing still as a sensation. 
The impression, on ascending in a free balloon, is more 
an optical illusion; the ascent is so slow and gentle that 
-it cannot be felt, and one has the impression that the 
balloon is motionless and the earth gradually dropping 
away. All the noises and shouts of the people become 
fainter and die out. As the altitude increases hills and 
valleys are not apparent and the earth seems flat, like a 
beautiful colored map, showing cultivated fields, forests, 
etc. 


The greater part of the time a balloon is moving either 
up or down, but the motion js not apparent, and it re- 


| quires a statoscope to indicate whether the balloon is 


ascending or descending. If a considerable change of 
altitude is made in a short time, the difference in air 
pressure may be felt on the ear drums. In descending, 
even quite rapidly, I have never had any sensation of 
falling. 

Many persons have offered the advice that free bal- 
loons would be of no value to an army in time of war, 
and have intimated that the present use of them is sim- 
ply time wasted. This may be an appropriate place 
to state that the principal object in free ballooning as 
now practiced by the signal corps of the United States 
army is to give officers the advantage of elementary in- 
struction, which is of great value, because a captive bal- 
loon or a dirigible balloon may, in case of accident, be- 
come a free balloon. History records how the French 
made and sent up from Paris sixty-four balloons during 
the siege of 1870-1871. These carried a total of 164 per- 
sons, 381 carrier pigeons and more than eleven tons of 
mail.

CHAPTER VI. 
JAPANNED, KOREA. 


S there is no question but that the Japanese are ip 

Korea to Stay, unless they are forced out, which 
| seems very improbable today, it is interesting to 
speculate as to what the Japanese plans for the ¢duture 
of Korea are, as judged from the present conditions. 
Beyond all doubt the Japanese have a definite plan with 
regard to Korea, China, and the entire Orient, since vi- 
sions of becoming a world power have entered their 
minds. The Chinese war was but an incident in this 
plan, as was the Russian war, and the present increases 
of army and navy shew no change in sentiment. We 
have seen how the Japanese, by armed invasion, and by 
diplomatic pressure, have secured absolute control in 
Korea. What has been the effect of this, both on Korea 
as a nation, and on the Koreans as individuals? 


The government of Korea for ages has been one of 
the best examples of an absolute and unlimited mon- 
archy run to seed that history has recorded. The power 
of the Emperor has been that of life and death over 
all his people, but, being surrounded by a corrupt and in- 
efficient body of officials, and himself a weak, degenerate 
individual, the government has been little more than 
a means by which those in power could lead their dis- 
solute lives unhindered. Taxes were farmed out, with 
all the resulting evils of this system; justice was simply 
a matter of money; torture was the usual method of se- 
curing evidence; franchises were sold to the highest bid- 
der; in fact, it may almost be said there were no evils 
of government not practiced in Korea. The country was 
ripe for a change, and, undortunately, the Japanese were 
on the spot, ready and able to take advantage of the 
situation. I say unfortunately, because there is far more 
than simply the government of Korea at stake in this 
game of world politics. 

It is hardly to be wondered at that the first change 
noticeable in Korea after the Japanese took control was 
for the better. The people were desperately poor, and 
the rushing of the military railroads gave employment 
to thousands, and more money began to circulate. The 
new railroad from Seou} to Fusan was built and in oper- 


ation in record time; the same can be said of the Seoul-. 


Yalu line; also the Seoul-Chemulpo line was greatly im- 
proved. Telephone and telegraph lines were built in 
every direction. 


The great number of Japanese troops in Korea during 
the war caused a heavy demand éor food supplies of all 
kinds; and, in fact, every line of business was given a 
stimulus that looked like prosperity, and which was 
highly advertised by the Japanese as an example of 
their beneficial control. But this condition was only 
temporary, and a reaction is now setting in, and the 


people are back where they were before, many of them 


in worse circumstances. The country has been overrun 
by the Japanese troops, land occupiéd, houses burned. 
grain and cattle seized, and in most cases the Korean 
has little chance of reimbursement. 

The most important improvement undertaken by the 
Japanese was that of the currency and financial system. 
Korean currency was surely a problem—a fit subject for 
study by “Coin’s Financial School.” There were in cir- 
culation Russian roubles, German marks, French francs, 
Chinese copper cash, Japamese yen, Mexican dollars, 
American paper, trade and Confederate dollars, and a 
small coin known as the “Korean nickel.” This coin 
- Circulated in four grades, as has been well expressed by 
a resident of Seou): First, genuine coins; second, good 
counterfeits; third, bad counterfeits; fourth, coins that 
can only be circulated in the dark. Most of the counter- 
feits were made in Japan; in fact, a regular business was 
established in Osaka to supply the demand. 

' Under Article I of the Protocol of August 22, 1904, 
the Japanese government appointed Mr. Megata, a clever 
Japanese, educated in America, as financia) adviser. 
The muddle was further complicated by the fact that 
even genuine nickels were in circulation at less than 
half their dace value. Mr. Megata studied the problem 
for several months, and finally decided that the gold 
standard was the best solution. His plan was ratified 
by the Korean government, and under it the Dai Ichf 
Ginko (the First Bank.) a powerful banking institution 
of Japan, and the one doing the greatest business in 
Korea, became the fiscal agent of the Korean govern- 
ment. This bank was given the power of collecting all 
customs and internal revenue and to keep on deposit all 
taxes of Korea. The bank was to defray all expenses 
of collection, but pay no interest on deposits. All the 
old genuine nickels were to be retired and new ones is- 
sued, at the rate of two for one, which was better than 
the current rate of exchange. The agreement also pro- 
vided for the issue of 3,000,000 yen, 6 per cent. 
bonds, to provide funds @or changing the currency, and 
the circulation at par of Japanese money. The last was 
to stimulate the use of the Japanese war notes. 
The right to coin money was taken from the Korean 
Emperor, who had long held the authority as a royal 
prerogative, and transferred to the Dai Ichi Ginko, act- 
ing for the Japanese government. This plan has many 
excellent features, as it establishes the gold standard, 
and consequently a non-fluctuating currency; takes the 
collection of taxes out of the farming system, and pro- 
vides protection against counterfeits; but it gives enor- 
mous power to a private bank, and #@ this bank should 
ever have financial difficnuities the effects might be far- 

The plan was better than the methods used in carry- 
ing it out, and at first much difficulty was met with and 
great losses incurred. Certain days were set aside for 
the exchange of the coins, and. as. of course, the average 
Korean was ignorant and unfamiliar with the details of

The 
supply of new nickels was insufficient, so a most serious 
financial stringency followed; Korean and Japanese mer- 
chants suffered alike, and many riots’ occurred. The 
plan of issuing 3,000,000 yen in 6 per cent. bonds was 
much criticised; in fact, wealthy Koreans offered to sup- 
ply the money at a lower rate, but the Japanese refused. 
Also, the new nickels were manufactured in Japan, and, 
as they were subsidiary coins, the seniorage represented 
a profit of over 50 per cent. to the Japanese government 
and the bank. 
many Koreans in the face, as all money seemed to be 
tied up. The old nickels had practically been made non- 
legal tender while the bank was unable to furnish the 
new. At this critical period, the Korean Emperor 
wished to lend $300,000 from his private funds to the 
Korean merchants, but payment on his check was 
stopped at the Japanese banks. This greatly inflamed 
the people, as it was thought to be simply in the inter- 
ests of the Japanese money lenders, who were charging 
6 per cent. a month interest. 

But, taken as a whole, the financial reform seems to be 
a step in the right direction; at any rate, the condition 
of affairs was so deplorable that amy change could only 
be for the better, and if good and daithful men are se- 
lected to carry out the plans, much good may result. 
But this touches on one of the weak points in the Japa- 
nese administration of the affairs of Korea, attempting 
to carry out wise plans with unsuitable, and oftentimes 
dishonest, officials. This matter will be more fully dis- 
cussed later. 

American interests have profited by the financial re- 
form to a large extent. Being sound, well-managed busi- 
ness propositions, they naturally benefit by any general 
prosperity. Americans have had the largest interest in 
Korean business in Korea for many years, due princi- 
pally to the efficient and untiring efforts of Dr. Allen, 
the American Minister since the opening of Korea, and 
the high grade of the American merchants Interested. 
They built the first railroad, the first street cars, electric- 
light systems, etc., and it surely will prove a 
serious blow to our éoreign commerce, if Korea is closed 
to us, as is most probable under Japanese occupation. 
The railroad has already been “absorbed,” and the Japa- 
nese have their eyes on the other profitable ventures. 
I expect to read any day of the sale of the Seoul street 
railway system, the electric lighting and the telephones. 
Lack of money is probably the only reason that is 
delaying the Japanese plans of general absorption and 
subsidization. 

Up to the present time, the Japanese have been care- 
ful not to injure the English and American interests in 
Korea on account of popular opinion, which they have 
so carefully built up and desire to continue; but the 
Russians, French and Germans have not been so fortu- 
nate, and their present interests are practically nil, with 
absolutely no hope of improvement in the future. Will 
Japan treat us likewise, when American public opinion 
and American dollars are no longer necessary to her? 
In my opinion, there is no question but that she will. 

Under the old system—a governnient of graft and in- 
efficiency, and general weakness on every hand—the 
western nations had strengthened their influence by 
practically forcing the Emperor to employ “advisers” 
and “experts” in the various departments of his gov- 


ernment. Some were highly efficient and able, some | 
mere figureheads and assistant grafters; but whichever | 
class they were, they had little chance to make prog- 


ress in any proposed reforms in so rotten a government. 
A notable exception to these was Mr. MacLeavy Brown, 
an Irishman, and head of the Korean customs system, 
and who, by virtue of his own honesty and absolutely 
fearless disposition, conducted this department in a 
highly efficient manner. The Japanese have not been 
slow to change this condition, and most of these ad- 
visers have been dismissed, including Mr. Brown, and 
Japanese substituted. So dar, few Americans or Eng- 
lish have been removed, but all are uneasy, and know 
that their retention in office depends wholly on the 
Japanese desire to avoid injuring publie opinion.

The Japanese treat 
them with the utmost contempt and practically as slaves, 
or, to be more accurate, as a conquered people who have 
forfeited all rights by rebellions. The Koreans, like the 
Chinese, are very unemotional, and a visitor in Korea 
would notice little dissatisfaction; but underneath it all 
is a silent grieving, and a firm conviction that their in- 
dependence is gone, and their Emperor practically dead. 

The cruelty of the Japanese practiced on the subjected 
Koreans is due to the class of emigrants the govern- 
ment of Japan has allowed to settle in Korea. In a pre- 
vious chapter, we have referred to the coolie class, 
formed from the inefficient members of the old artisans 
and merchants. Some years ago, the Japanese govern- 
ment began developing her plans of settling Korea 
thickly with Japanese. Emigration societies were 
formed, with government encouragement and aid, sub- 


sidies and free transportation were given, and coolies by 


the thousands sent over. The better class of Japanese 


did not emigrate; they were doing well in Japan under

Mathilde Zeys, has recently 
visited Morocco, and at the present moment Parisians 
are deriv'ng instruction and entertainment from her 
' work, “Une Francaise au Maroc.”” Children in Morocco, 
she tells us, are brought up to show th. greatest re- 
spect and deference to their parcnts. A Moorish child 
never enters his father’s presence unless called, he 
, kisses his father’s hand and similarly greets any friend 
who may be there. 


Only on rare occasions does he take his meals with 
his parents. As a rule, the child has but one dish, 
which is sent outside to him after the parents’ meal. 

Although the discipline seems severe, Moorish parents 
love their children dearly, and it is a pretty sight to see 
a swarthy Arab with rugged features playing with his 
children in front of his house. The girls have a monot- 
onous time, spent at their mother’s side. 

At the age of five the tather takes his little son to 
school. He carries with him a presen’ to the master, 
or “fokih,” and some sweetmeats to cheer up the little ° 
chap for the first few days. At the end of the first week 
the parents give a party to signalize the boy's entry to 
school, and all the small boy's little friends, who have 
a half holiday for the occasion, are invited.

A WICKER LIFEBOAT. | 

A lifeboat that has more than novelty to com- 
mend it to the attention of the seafaring community has 
recently been constructed by C. J. F. de Vos of Rotter- 
dam. Its claims are essentially practical and there is 
nothing about this Dutch invention to suggest the fan- 
tastic—a characteristic too often encountered in lifeboat 
patents. 

Iu point of fact there is nothing unusual in the mode! 
favored by Mr. de Vos; it is in the adoption of a new , 
material of construction that the value and interest 
of his invention lie. It’s hull is made of cane or plaited 
wicker work and the inventor, who is already well known 
in Holland for his marine auxiliary patents, claims for 
this new method of lifeboat building many advantages 
vver other and older forms. 5 

[ts first and foremost advantage is obviously its prac- 
tically unbreakable character. This has already been 
put to a severe test in a collision which occurred on 
the River Maas some months ago between a Belgian sail- 
ing yacht and a Dutch motor boat. The violence of 
the collision was considerably mitigated by the fact 
that this wicker lifeboat lay between the two craft, and 
as it turned out acted as a sort of buffer, sustaining 
no other damage than the breaking of the mast and 
stays. 

It is unsinkable, it has no rusting materials and there- 
fore requires no paint. It is not Hable to leakage, 
{and in addition to being much lighter than ordinary 
wooden boats it has more room for storing provisions 
and water. Finally, it costs less money than the usual 
type of boat.—[Shipping World. 


A GREAT BRIDGE. 

The last stone has been laid in the construction of a 
stone bridge which, according to Cassier’s Magazine,

play. Webster was once characterized as a “steam en- 
gine in breeches.” Ingersoll even more fitly filled the 
description. But as in the case of the powerful engine, 
it was, in its effects, in the energy felt, rather than con- 
sciously noted, his audience being wholly and intensely 
absorbed. His delivery was as smooth as the rendition 
of the dramatic passages of an opera or oratorio. There 
was nothing of ranting or boisterous extravagance. 


He was an artist in elocution as in words: and his art 
was consummate in both provinces, or respects, since it 
concealed art. His lectures and orations, delivered with 
the apparent ease and spontaneity of a stump speech, 
were carefully prepared and memorized to a comma. 
This fact would seem marvelous to those hearing him. 
But his speeches had a significantly marked difference 
from offhand eloquence. The efforts of spontaneous ora- 


tory in its most effective flights, rarely, if ever, bear the 


test of the types. Having in their delivery all the fervor 
and glow popularly believed to be confined to such pro- 
ductions, Ingersoll’'s speeches when reported read like 
copy plate. Webster's orations as spoken bear no such 
reproduction. Go into the retired upper gallery of the 
Senate’s archives in Washington and examine the re- 
port of his “Reply to Hayne,” as taken from his lips on 
the Senate floor and compare it with the classic produc- 
tion read by the American schoolboy, and you will not 
recognize the celebrated effort, which, as now seen, was 
the result of much painful revision. Ingersoll took no 
such chances with his reputation. Precisely as they 
were heard, his speeches were read with the same ad-

miration as that to which they were listened. This was 
the marvel of his eloquence—that it was equally effec- 
tive with the auditor and reader. He was a purist in 
speech, in words as in sentences. He never for the sake 
of effect descended to slang or commonplace phrases to 
accommodate the supposed defect of taste with his hear- 
ers. Nor with his rhetorical abundance was it neces- 
Sary 


With sentences as correct and clean as English speech 
could make them he held his audiences bound with in- 
creasing interest for hours. Grave and severe church- 
men, whom his radical agnosticism affronted, coming 
covertly to hear him, were frequently seen with faces 
aglow with admiring astonishment bending lower and 
lower over the rim of the upper galleries to catch every 
syllable of his poigted utterances. Moved by an instinc- 
tive perception of oratorical effects he had conceived and 
introduced a new theory of eloquence. Departing from 
the old-time ponderous methods of conventional phras- 
ing and sentence building for rhetorical climaxes, such 
as were employed in the era of Burke or of Webster, he 
aimed for direct and immediate relations and effects with 
his audience. It was a modern theory, vindicating itself 
in his practice, eliminating, as it did, the “dead inter- 
vals” of the antique style, during which the audience pa- 
tiently waited for occasional gleams, or great bursts, of 
the speaker's effort. Not for a minute would he wait 
for an elaborate effect. With him every sentence was a 
climax, carrying its meaning sharply defined. In our 
personal conversations, he frequently explained his views 
on this point. A speaker's 
rightly held, was weakened by any diminution of inter- 
est for a single instant. Every sentence must clinch and 
tell. Pausing for a sip of water, or even for the use of 
a handkerchief, contributed to the same end. Standing 
for applause, striding the stage or any other diversion of 
attention from the immediate business of the speech had 
a similar result. All of these inhibitions he rigidly ob- 
served in his own practice. 

He came on the rostrum without introduction; there 
was no exordium, no explanations. From beginning to 


end there was a rush of words, of telling sentences, with- . 


out a break. He usually held his audiences for two 
hours with increasing interest, his listeners eagerly 
waiting for more, and feeling, when he had finished, that. 
they had assisted at a great performance as at a theater 
or circus. There was never a dull word. This has been 
a rare feat with other orators, even the greatest. Save 
in exceptional instances, neither Webster nor Beecher 
nor Clay ever accomplished it in extended discourse.

in practice of his theory of eloquence. He had caught. 
or discovered, a new and modern style of public speak- 
ing, a style “up to date,” so to speak, with modern meth- 
ods of business and the appliances of electricity—the 
style of short sentences, the only rational style of spoken 
| eloquence, where unlike the case in reading, sentences, to 
maintain, interest, are uttered for immediate compre- 
hension. He was a student of literature and a purist in 
his tastes. Examining his diction, you were impressed 
that he had caught its form from the very greatest mas- 
ters of the literary art, such as Emerson and Hugo. He 
condemned Macaulay for his monotonous style in striv- 
ing for effect, his methodical worked-up ‘purple 
patches.” “He is a fiddler with one string; his music 
becomes tiresome,” he often said to me in the discussion 
of such matters. His own style was superb and in- 
imitable, especially for oratorical uses. It went directly 
and startlingly to the mark. It held interest. For liter- 
ary purposes, I should not speak of it so unqualifiedly. 
It was perfect in broad, clear and strong statement, but 
it was apt to lack the refinements of analysis and ar- 
tistic shading, the taste that restrains and shames the 
professional literary worker to more guarded and mod- 
erate expression. This came from his lack of early dis- 
cipline and practice in this especial field. He was highly 
educated, but not academically. He was prone to mis- 
take sentimentality for sentiment, the gush for the deli- 
cacy of emotion. There was too much of this in his 
work. it was good for the platform or stump, but of- 
fended in the closet. He could not be sensitive to this, 
believing as was natural, and as was true in the main, 
that his spoken utterances would bear esthetic tests. 
Hardly any other oratory has done this so nearly. 


- Knowing my admiration for his eloquence and general 
intellectual powers, his brother-in-law, Farrell, his lit- 
erary agent and executor, more than once offered me as 
gifts certain volumes of his works, with the thought 
that I might favorably review them. But my persona! 
relations with the orator and regard for his feeling re- 
strained me from such review containing the strictures 
I have here made in qualification of his literary style, 
and which in conscience would have been necessary from 
a professional standpoint. 


I have spoken of the minute care with which the ora- 
tor prepared all of his platform and public efforts, the 
addresses which he memorized and delivered with all 
the power and apparent freedom of the trained actor. 
In the effective delivery of words, certainly no actor or 
elocutionist ever excelled him, though there was with 
him, as with Beecher, and other great orators, no sug- 
gestion of the elocutionist. 

Ingersoll became known to the general American pub- 
lic only in the year 1876, when at the National Republi- 
can Convention at Cincinnati he delivered his memor- 
able speech in the nomination of Blaine; his celebrity 
from that event inducing the famous lecture impresario, 
James.

“What practical good has Christianity done the world 
anyhow?” to which his fair friend immediately an- 
swered: “One thing, at least, Colonel; it has kept you 
from being the Governor of Illinois.” : 

For years Ingersoll and his interesting and devoted 
family, consisting of his wife and two daughters, took | 
up their residence in Washington. His family relations, 
as was well known, were nearly ideal. Both daughters 
were intellectual and cultivated. Their home at the 
capital was a center of attraction in the intellectual life 
of the city.

The scene of Christ healing the lepers as presented 
at Hiva-oa is, perhaps, the most realistic tableau, in 
one particular, at least, that is staged in any of the 
Passion Plays. Real lepers appear on the stage. In the 
early days of the play these parts were taken by en- 
tirely whole and healthy people, but the missionaries 
were never able to persuade the natives why, with so 
many sure-enough lepers ready to hand, any make- 
believe in this particular need be indulged in. Finally, 
several of the lepers themselves, Christian converts, 
came to the fathers and asked what was the use of 
curing a lot of well people in the play when there were 
so many sick ones about who really needed it? This 
was hard to answer, and the upshot of the matter was 
that a half-dozen of the cases least liable to spread 
the dread disease were allowed upon the stage at the 
next performance. Following the week of the play it 
is said that a very marked improvement was evident 
for several months in the condition of every one of the 
unfortunates that appeared on the stage. Since that oc- 
casion the good missionaries have not had the heart 
to refuse the prayers of any of those who have come to 
them at Eastertide, until now it is necessary to divide 
them off into squads of a score or so each, and allow 
a different squad to appear each night. The govern- 
ment doctor at Hiva-oa assured me that there had been 
a marked decrease in the leper mortality of the island 
since this strange practice has been inaugurated, and 
that no serious consequences have followed the extraor- 
dinary mixing of the sick with the well at this sea- 
son. The good Lurau, however, the doctor told me, re- 
ceived special attention after each performance in the 
shape of a formaldahyde fumigation. _ 

One of the most interesting characters in the play is 
Judas. From the first it has been the aim of the fathers 
to impress the natives as strongly as possible with the 
rea] goodness or badness of the various characters of the 
play, and to this end, in the case of Judas, the men who

ceive of, and the two most striking features of the cos- 


,/tume of each, united upon one person, make an impres- 
Sion incomparably more profound than would a Roman 
toga topped off with an eagle-crowned helmet, or any 
of the other combinations the real Pilate is supposed to 
have worn. Rauga is inordinately proud of his part, 
and honor of appearing in it has held him steadfastly 
Catholic in the face of active efforts by the Protestants 
to swing him, temporarily at least, over to their side. 
‘Ruth Ingalls, who has played the part of Mary, the 
Mother, for the last three years, is a half-white girl of 
unknown parentage. She has a Junoesque figure, a face 
of rare beauty and a manner of undeniable charm. She 
is about 25 years of age—fifteen years younger than La- 
‘rau, whose mother she is supposed to be in the play— 
and has been directly under the care of the missionaries 
since the time when, a child of 10, she was cast up on

| the illegitimate daughter of a French count—a fugitive 
from justice in Tahiti a quarter of a century ago—and 
the queen of the neighboring island of Bora-Bora, a lady 
whose marita] responsibilities appeared to have rested 
as lightly upon her as blown foam on the bosom of the 
southeast trade. But whatever her origin, Ruth Ingalls 
is a young person of unlimited balance and poise, has 
a good education, both as to languages and music, and 
is possessed of a quiet and modest disposition. She is, 
moreover, a good Christian in the highest sense of the 
word, and her indefatigable labors in the mission school 
has been of incalculable value to the fathers. Her in- 
terpretation of the character of the Madonna is a trifle 
naive, perhaps, but surprisingly effective, her work in 
this part being the only thing in the play worthy of the 
name of acting. Miss Ingalls is said to be heart-whole

Save before a court or a 
jury he did not employ the academic, or syllogistic, mode 
of argument, his general method of reasoning, even 
there, being often of that deadlier kind, the reductio ad 
absurdum—the fatal logical weapon which leaves the 
proposition of an opponent an object of ridicule. He 
reasoned in pictures and object lessons, frequently the 
most vivid, admitting no answer. He was charged with 
disbelief in the doctrine of immortality. Such was not 
the fact. On this point he was simply agnostic. He had 
doubts like many others, and hopes with most others. 
He was in love with life, the enjoyment of the senses 
and intellect, and would have gladly believed. His 
doubt and hope were both expressed in his pathetic ora- 
tion at the grave of his brother. His intellectua) atti- 
tude toward a future existence was told in his familiar 
query: “Is Death a door or a wall?’ On all other mat- 
ters pertaining to religious faith, he demanded rigid, if 
- not scientific, evidence. The fundamental teachings of 
Christianity, of love and good will toward his fellow- 
men, he not only believed in, but practiced. 


Referring to his oratory, I have noted that his lec- 
tures and other public addresses were carefully written 
' Out by him and memorized. This he did for the sake of 
compactness and literary form and accuracy. But that 
he could speak freely and effectively without notes was 
abundantly evident from his eloquence before juries and 
from other facts. During his residence in Washington 
he kept his promise made me in Denver, to preside on 
the occasion of my tecture on the Nihilists, given at the 
request of the body of the Representatives in Congress. 
Coming to me in the dressing-room of the lecture hall, 
he asked: “What shall I say in my introduction of you 
on this Russian question?” My reply was that it was 
- @n absurdity for him to ask any one what he should say 
on any subject! He then repeated to me briefly what he 
had thought of as pertinent in the way of preface to 
my address, submitting his proposed remarks for my | 
approval. I again replied and to the effect that I trusted 
that, when he began, he would be prompted to give a 
whole lecture on that just then important subject, as 
“my object was to influence Congressional action against 
the extradition of the Russian refugees in America, and 
that he need have no apprehension of offense on my part, 
if he forgot himself as in the instance of the clerical 
lecturer on Shakespeare! We then went on the plat- 
form, where in an extemporaneous address of three min- 
utes, in which he did not employ a single sentence or 
phrase of his just proposed remarks, he roused the as- 
sembled audience to enthusiasm. In my own lecture 
succeeding him, I spoke largely from notes, as was then 
still my custom, and received from him at the end in ad- 
dition to his commendation, his valuable suggestions as 
to the advantage of platform work without the use of 
manuscript, and his views of other matters incidental 
to effective public speaking—as I have above recorded 
them. 


‘I saw much of Col. Ingersoll socially before his depar- 
ture from Washington to take up his final residence in 
New York. Six years later, I met him in Butte, Mont., 

- where he was making one of his periodical visits on busi- 
ness connected with the celebrated Davis will case, in 
which he was employed as counsel for certain of the 
heirs, for whom he was finally successful; I being there 
giving a series of lectures. Calling one evening at his 
rooms, where I found him with his daughter, who in 
her mother’s inability, invariably accompanied him in 
his expeditions from home, he said to me: “They tell 
me that you are making some good speeches here.” I 
replied that I had adopted his method; that since the 
occasion in Washington six years before, I had taken his 
advice and had never used a scrap of paper in my work 
before an audience. “Funny enough,” he said; “I, who 
gave you that cheerful advice, have taken to notes. I 
now speak from paper.” Such was the case. The great 
orator had had his day of glory, the days and nights of 
thrilled applauding thousands, giving back their electric 
thrill. In his advancing years with their declining vigor 
—though he was not yet old—he no longer cared to en- 
dure the terrific strain of dramatic speaking. He had, 
besides, entered again,more seriously on the practice of 
law in New York, where he had become intimately asso- 
ciated professionally and socially with Conkling, of 
whom, in depreciation of his extravagantly praised elo- 
quence, he had once said: “He has never added a line 
to literature,” but in whose memory he delivered one of 


literature, his funeral orations being generally larger 
than their subjects. Fifty thousand dollars a_ year, 
would not cover the fees received by either of these dis- 
tinguished legal advocates, a sum not exceeding, if 
equalling, the previous revenue of the great agnostic 
from the lecture rostrum. :

But it was no longer the ancient Inger- 
soll of fire and force, the orator who surpassed in deliv- 
ery, as in diction, the traditions of American eloquence, 
the actor who transformed the platform into a veritable 
arena. His name and fame still drew audiences, but 
no longer the eager crowds that overflowed the capacity 
of lecture auditoriums. Once in San Francisco, I gave 
a copy of his offhand introductory remarks at my Wash- 
ingtou jecture, to a celebrated actor to be committed to 
memory and delivery in preface to this lecture in the 
western city. It was passably delivered, but the con-

After Ingersoll’s death, the familiar story concerning 
great unbelievers was told of him—that he had recanted!

He died unexpectedly and suddenly, after con- 
versing cheerfully a few minutes before with the mem- 
bers of his family. 

Since the eloquent unbeliever’s death, the memory of 
his great humanity and his stainless personal career, 
as well as the recognition of his actual service to the 
church itself in compelling a softer interpretation of its 
conventional creeds, has increasingly mellowed the judg- 
ment of the great agnostic even with those whom he in 
life chiefly offended with his opinions; and the twelve 
volumes of his collected works posthumously published 
are being read with an admiring tolerance that during 
his life could not have been anticipated.

A WIFE Is REGAINED AT THE Foor 
OF THE CROss.

HE night had crashed through the woods in storm, 
T but the morning broke in sparkling sunshine—like 

a white burst of spray from a dark, bellowing 
wave. 

The ring of an ax cut through the twitter of birds, 
and the throbbing notes of a meadow lark’s song. On 
the edge of the clearing where Heathcot had built his 
log cabin, a young pine had been ripped up by the roots, 
and in swift flashes, catching the light as it rose and 
fell, his ax was denuding the trunk of all branches ex- 
cept two upper ones which on either side extended an 
outstretched arm.

Crimson surged in his cheeks; this eyes blazed; his lips 
marked a line of defiance across set teeth. 

The ax rose and fell, physical labor beating into re- 
pression the stress of his passion.

WATER GARDENING. 


GREAT BEAUTY OF AQUATIC PLANTS 
MAKES THEM Most DESIRABLE. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


O garden, however large or small, is complete with- 

out an aquatic department. Water, with its atien- 

dant vegetable and animal life, lends a more varied 
and varying charm to the landscape, near or distant, 
than any other garden accessory. In the genus Nym- 
phea (usually known as the really true or common 
water lily) we have a range of colors and shades un- 
known to any other flower of prominence. in roses and 
chrysanthemums we have yellows, but no blues; in 
asters and their allies, blues but no yellows. Among 
the cacti, the flowers of which great family more nearly 
approach in magnificence of color, form and size the 
water lilies, we have no blues, nor are there any in the 
true lilies of the garden. But in the great family of 
nymphea the range of color starts with the purest white 
and ranges, by an almost imperceptible gradation to 
three strikingly deep and beautiful extremes of color— 
orange, crimson and blue, the two latter being really 
maroon and indigo, respectively, so intensely deep and 
substantial are these wonderful colorings. Only one 
other class of plants yield flowers of such exquisite color 
and texture—the tropical orchids, and then only when 
grown under glass with tropical heat and moisture, in 
no wise comparing with the aquatics in size of bloom. 


The greatest charm of the water garden lies in the 
ability of every one to grow these blossoms of richest 
hue in the open garden, with nothing to be done but 
watch them unfold their magnificence under the magic 
influence of our almost tropic summer sun. The range 
in the size of aquatic flowers is fully as striking as that 
of color; the little white lily from Siberia has flowers 
no larger than a half-dollar, yet as perfect in all its parts 


and as full of series of petals as the giant Iily of the 


Amazon (Victoria,) over a foot across. Still many times 
smaller than the Siberian ds the dainty little frosted 
snowflake flower. The great range in form of aquatic 
plants and flowers simply bafiles description or intelli- 
gent comparison and in the long list of possibilities are 
plants adapted to ordinary damp soil and on down the 
line to those which will grow only when wholly beneath 
the water at all times, like the wonderful water fern and 
several other denizens of the cerulean depths. Add to 
all this the animal life, from the sluggish water snail 
to the never-resting paradise fish, the graceful sweep 
and beauteous colors of the fantailed gold-fish, and one 
has a world in miniature, though his garden contains 
but a pond for aquatics—a never-ending and ever-chang- 
ing source of enjoyment. Even in lands of much nat- 
ural water the chief charm of the garden is a well- 
stocked pond or lake; but in a country like Southern 
California, with no streams of size and no inland bodies 
of note, water in a garden adds a wealth and variety im- 
possible to produce with any other agency. Many are 
deterred from acquiring a water garden through fear of 
cost and care, but this phase of gardening is only costly 
when one builds on a large scale. You may have your 
goldfish and water lilies in one or more half-barreis— 
if but one, a pair of fan-tailed goldfish costs but 50 
cents and a plant of the more common kinds of water 
lilies the same, so that all you need is a half-barrel and 
two half-dollars. Care there is not, for this proper bal- 
ance of animal and vegetable life keeps 
and clear at all times. 


The Lovely Iris. 


The Iris have for many years been called the poor 
man’s orchids, and of late years so many new species 
have been introduced and such a great number of hy- 
brids and crosses obtained by the plant breeder that 
today a large and varied collection of Iris will rival in 
beauty and interest that of any family in the plant king- 
dom. Almost every color but a pure deep yellow may 


be obtained in the local market. We have Iris known.

If you have not planted giladioli in your garden, get 
some at once and put them in as soon as possible—it is 
already late. Some should be found in every garden. 
For years these bulbs have appealed to the writer as 
affording more of beauty and interest in return for the 
money, space, and care necessary than any other group 
of plants we grow. All are good, some are beautiful, a 
few in every large collection are unsurpassed in beauty, 
all are within reach of the poor, and they grow as well 
for the cottage as for the man who commands a staff of 
professional gardeners. 


General Landscape Principles. 


There are many objects to be considered in landscape 
work. Except in what is known as formal gardening 
we aim to imitate nature as far as possible, the object 
being to produce a pleasing natural scene of grace and 
beauty restful to the eye. This is best done by planting 
the flowers and shrubs in masses, by having many 


+ plants of the same variety together. We aim to produce 


a mass effect of foliage or flower and an individual plant 
will not give this effect. It is generaily best to have an 
open center lawn with plantings of flowers and shrubs 
along the border lines with a skyline of trees. This will

a city lot. The shrubbery groups should be so arranged 
that all of a place does not appear from any one point 
of view, thus giving the appearance of “more beyond.” 
Except in extreme formal gardening a building should 
have a few shrubs planted close against its foundations 
in order to make it appear as a part of its surroundings. 
On residence grounds especially it is important that a 
few shrubs be planted just next to the front porch. The 
varieties to be used will depend upon the height of the 
porch. 


The Cottage Garden. 


Of late years we have noted a decided uplift in the 
standard of the wage earner’s garden. We have each 
year less and less of the careless, almost frivolous style 
or lack of style. The cottage garden will soon vie in 
quality, simplicity, yet variety and effectiveness with 
those of the richest home owner. Wealth can buy 
neither beauty nor brains, and the cottager may procure 
the one and have enough of the other to appreciate the 
first to the fullest. Each year the general tone of al! 
our Southern California gardens becomes more elevated.

THE LAW OF TRESPASS. 


Irs APPLICATION TO POULTRY AL- 
LOWED TO RUN AT LARGE.

EOPLE with gardens residing in the cities are 
p often amazed by the depredations of neighbors’ 
poultry allowed to run at large. Of course good 
neighbors keep their fowls shut up; but every once in 
a while there are those among our acquaintances who 
seem to think that poultry is a privileged class. The 
writer has on more than one occasion been so troubled, 
and while respecting the innocent chickens in the prac- 
tice of their natural proclivities to scratch up and de- 
moralize the garden, his feelings toward their owner 
has been quite otherwise. As a remedy the family dog 
has been trained to drive them out, at the same time 
being afforded the pleasure of killing a specimen now 
and then that got caught inside of the garden fence. No 
person has the right to destroy another's property; at 
the same time it is the business of poultry owners resid- 
ing in cities to keep their stock off of the public high- 
way and out of other people’s preserves. : 

Some years ago a neighbor persisted in allowing his 

flock of Brown Leghorns to run at large; the birds. 
with like persistence kept on destroying the garden un- 
til patience ceased to be a virtue. The resolution was 
made to poison the whole flock, or at least that portion | 
of it occupying the garden every morning. Going to the 
apothecary’s for the “dope” to do the deed, he was ad- 
vised to get the flock good and drunk by putting out 
whisky-soaked grain the night before, in the meantime 
telling the obnoxious neighbor that poison was in the 
air and on the ground where his birds did business. It 
being so ordered, the cup that inebriates was placed 
where the fowl! could get the delectable highball in the 
shape of soaked grain. How did it work? Oh, charm- 
ingly. The following morning they took their morning 
nip like any old toper, and were soon hilariously drunk, 
staggering homeward with that tired feeling one reads 
about. The dog, in the meantime, killed two of them 
before the flock got out of the garden. The owner see- 
ing the condition of his feathered property, concluded 
that poison had certainly been administered. Recover- 
ing, the birds were none the worse for the bat they had 
enjoyed, but the following day they were nicely inclosed 
in newly-made yards. 

A more recent experience was along similar lines, 
only that the oWner of the trespassing hens threatened 
that in case we poisoned his hens, he would return the 
compliment by “doing up” the dog. By calmly yet con- 
vincingly giving him to understand that we would in 
either case bring an action for damages, a neighborhood 
row was averted by the hens being confined forthwith. 

Usually these little misunderstandings can be straight- 
ened out by a kindly remonstrance. If that fails, try the 
dog: then if success is still afar off, threaten poisoning 
via the highball route; if unsuccessful, take legal action. 
All the time, however, please- spare the American busi- 
ness hen. She is doing the best she can in her natural 
way, and of course cannot realize that she is either a

Cheap and Serviceable Feed Trough. 


J. B. Rhoades kindly furnishes the following descrip- 
tion of his feed trough. which can be built with hammer 
and saw at small cost: 2 


Use an inch ‘board, 12 inches wide and any length 
you wish the trough to be. Rip the board lengthwise 
a half-inch from the center, so that one-half of it is 5% 
inches wide and the remainder 6%. Nail together at 
right angles as a trough; then nail two boards 11x12 
inches for end pieces, so they will extend three inches 
above the trough. Make a cover of 12-inch board to 
project and fasten to end pieces with rough T hinges. 


‘Health the Rule; Disease the Exception; — 


Dozens of letters come to The Times every month from 
people wanting to know what to do with their sick fowl. 
For the most part their questions clearly indicate that 
they belong to the novice class and are beginners in 
poultry culture. Of course their requests are sincere, 
and on that ground merit consideration, though 
economically the best thing to do with an afflicted bird 
is to put it out of its misery. Aiways remember that 
there is no bird like the robust and healthy specimen; 
that a bird that has had the roup, even though cured, 
will catch it again on the slightest occasion, while the 
healthy specimen is immune. Again, a bird known to 
have been diseased should never be used in the breed- 
ing pen. 

It must be patent to any intelligent observer that med- 
icine-fed birds are sadly handicapped. All diseases im- 
pair the digestive apparatus more or less, which mili- 
tates against the action of remedies given internally, 
and also in the healthy assimilation oi: che regular foods. 

A slight cold may be checked by a few doses of half- 
grain quinine pellets, while slightly digestive derange- 
ments yield to Epsom salts. There are many proprie- 
tary articles on the market for poultry ailments which 
obviate the bother of home remeies. | 

It sickens us to the very soul to read of the remedies 
given publicity in many of the public prints. To judge 
of these, the average person unfamiliar with the poul- 
try industry, must think that sick fowl are the rule, and 
healthy ones the exception. If these wise people would 
devote more attention to the prevention of diseases and

Largest of Pawnshops. 
THE MILLION-DOLLAR DOROTHEUM 
IN VIENNA. 

From Minneapolis Journal. 

ITH his usual kindly tact and a check for $15,000 
W the Emperor Francis Joseph has just suppressed 

another royal scandal, not indeed this time ex- 
actly in his own household, but in that of another royal 
family closely allied to the Hapsburgs. Only a short 
time ago the many frequenters of the “Dorotheum,” Vi- 
enna’s government pawnshop and auction rooms, were 
amazed to find a great hall filled with gorgeous wearing 
apparel that had evidently belonged to a lady of ex- 
alted rank. There were silk dresses by the score, and 
articles of lingerie woven of the most delicate fabrics, 
costumes and coats, and hats and furs of the costliest 
description. There were, too, literally hundreds of fans 
and other articles, including many pieces of expensive 
silk and brocades for making up into dresses. The 
whole collection, a little bit draggied, it must be admit- 
ted, was announced for sale the following week. ' 

But the name of the owner was kept a profound se- 
cret, and it was some time before it leaked out that it 
was none other than the Princess Louise of Belgium, 
wife of Prince Philip of Coburg. The Princess’ ad- 
venturous career, including her incarceration in a mad- 
house and her escape from it some three years ago, is as 
well known in America as in Europe. 

How the Princess’ dresses found their way to the Vi- 
enna Dorotheum is, however, a new story. It dates 
back some ten years ago when the royal owner, then 
staying at Monte Carlo, became hard up and was forced 
to pawn her surplus wearing apparel to some Jewish 
money lenders. And finally, after all those years, the 
Princess’ dresses found their way to Vienna, where they 
were exposed to public auction within half a mile of the 
stately palace of the Coburgs. The money lenders had 
appealed to Prince Philip to repay the amount they had 
advanced, calculating upon his doing so in order to 
escape the disgrace of seeing his wife’s wardrobe ex- 
posed to public view. But the Prince is nothing if not 
obstinate, and refused to part with any money, although 
at one time iess than $13,000 would have settled it. 
But, through the intervention of “an exalted personage,” 
the sale was postponed, and it now transpires that the 
Emperor himself intervened. He sent for the Prince and 
talked to him very seriously, but the Prince is reported 
to have kept his purse strings tight, and in the end His 
Majesty paid the whole amount out of his own pocket. 

In the course of the year the Dorotheum has many 
interesting sales. Not long ago Princess Melanie Met- 
ternich sent her priceless collection of old furniture, an- 
tiques, pictures and porcelain, which realized a large 
sum. But more interesting than any auctions of late 
years were those of the effects of the ill-fated King Alex- 
ander of Servia and his not much happier father, King 
Milan. All the household goods and personal belong- 
ings of Servia’s assassinated King and Queen were 
brought from‘ the Konak in Belgrade to be sold in Vi- 
enna. To these were added the furniture of King Milan, 
who died in Vienna. The collection attracted buyers 
from all parts of Europe, and many Americans. It filled 
all the available space in the Dorotheum and required 
nearly a fortnight to dispose of. sy 

The Dorotheum is a great public utility. Aristocrats 
out at elbows, actresses and opera singers breaking up 
their establishments, and private citizens of all classes, 
find it a most convenient medium for converting per- 
sonal property into cash. The auctioneers are prepared 
to sell anything from a chair to an automobile. Fash- 
ionable young men with small incomes, of whom there 
are many in Vienna, have found that they can get very 
respectable prices for their worn suits there, much bet- 
ter prices, indeed than the second-hand clothes dealers 
offer. There are sales of one sort or another every day 
except Sunday. The commission charged is moderate, 
and the institution is extremely well organized and 
managed. 

The Dorotheum is not only an auction place, but a 
pawnshop, in which capacity it is even more useful. It 
was founded some 200 years ago as a “poor man’s bank,” 
and its money-lending transactions are reckoned in mil- 
lions. Naturally, the private pawnbrokers do not like 
its competition, but to the poor it is a great boon. The 


rates of interest charged are very low, only 5 or 10 per 
cent. a year, according to the amount of the loan, and a 
full year is allowed for the redemption of articles 
pawned. Loans are made as low as 40 cents, and hun- 
‘dreds of articles are pawned every year for less than $1. 
There is no upward limit, and thousands of dollars are 
lent upon jewelry, diamonds and even financial securi- 
ties. 

Since 1901 the Dorotheum has been sumptuously 
housed in its own building, which cost over a million 
dollars. Before then it occupied the old convent of St. 
Dorothea, hence its name. 


purpose. There are at least a dozen fine rooms for hold- 
ing auctions, of varying sizes according to the character 
of the goods to be sold. One of the finest, the “Kaiser 
Karl Saal,” is set apart for some of the choicest sales 
which attract the most aristocratic buyers. The chief 
feature of the building is the magnificent main stair- 
case of white marble which leads to the principal rooms. 
There are offices and rooms for a large staff of auction- 
eers, clerks, book-keepers, servants and attendants. The 
building is steam-heated and equipped with elevators 
and all modern appliances. 

It affords a great contrast to the old place, which was 


small dealers and poor people hunting for bargains, and 
these did everything they could to keep away private 
buyers of the better class. But all this is changed. The 
crowds which throng the Dorothean today include even 
archduchesses, while counts and barons, diplomats, pop- 
ular actresses and singers, generals, high officials, 
bankers, and merchants and their wives may be seen 
there every week. The Viennese women indeéd are par- 
ticularly fond of attending the sales, and will spend hours 
there in the hope of obtaining a bargain. The institu- 
tion is entirely managed by the government, and all the

AMERICA’S WALLED CITY. 

By a curious anachronism, probably the most perfectly 
preserved of the walled cities of the sixteenth century is 
to be found on the American continent. The walled city 
of Cartagena, in Colombia, but a few days’ sail from 
New York, completely realizes one’s mental picture of 
an old fortified town. 
walls have not been broken, its ancient arched portals 
are still its only entrance, even the railroad of today 
stops without the gates. Within the walls the narrow 
sixteenth-century streets still preserve the form and at- 
mosphere of the later middle ages. 

In the days of Spain's supremacy in South America, 
Cartagena, because of its landlocked harbor, was made 
the points of departure for its famous treasure ships. 
Founded in 1553, the city grew rapidly in population and 
wealth. So important did she become to Spain that the 
present wall was built at a cost of $30,000,000, an aston- 
ishing sum in those days.

The Winemakers’ Scare. 


HE RURAL PRESS suggests that the wine interests 
of California may not be affected by the remarkable 
anti-saloon movement that has thrown into panic the 
liquor business of the whole country. “It may act as 
promotive of wine instead of repressive, 
figures bui little as a saloon commodity,” says the Press. 
Another consideration is the growing popularity of un- 
fermented grape juices. Seattle, Los Angeles and other 
coast towns are taking fruit juices from the Beast in car- 
load lots. Los Angeles parties have established a large 
factory for preparing unfermented grape juice in San 
Bernardino county, and many smaller institutions are in 
successful operation in the southern part of the State. 
Furthermore, some attention is being given to the in- 
troduction of American varieties of grapes, as they pro- 
duce the most acceptable tang and taste for the pre- 
pared juices. The tendency toward adjustment to new 
conditions and demands in California is very noticeable, 
and we may have little fear that the anti-saloon move- 
ment will work permanent harm to viticulture here. 
So acute has become the condemnation of the saloon 
that a convention of wine producers recently assembled 
at Fresno advocated the complete separation of the wine- 
growing industry from the saloon. But the convention 
took the ground that wine is a great promoter of temper- 
ance. This places the question upon a new basis, and as 
is usually_the fate of the liquor interests, they thus place 
themselves upon the defensive by their own attitude. 
Viewed from the standpoint of the saloonist who lives 
largely by the treating habit, and the desire 
of his customers to become drunk by the s i 
wine is a great promoter of temperance; con 
the prohibitionist, wine induces the taste for intoxica- 
dion. Medium ground between the two may be tenable, 
but to take it in the declaration that wine is a temper- 
ance apostie—to place its use upon moral issues—will 
precipitate anew the same century-long contest against 
the drink habit. : 
We are not considering this vital question from a 
moral standpoint. Upon that feature every person must 
 gtand individually. But from the standpoint of expedt- 

ency, the wine interests will lose ground in forcing wine 

to the front as a temperance promoter. I do not theo- 
rize on this, but quote facts. Here is one, and a score 
At a large fruit growers’ conven- 
tion, held in one of the most prominent vine-growing dis- 
tricts of the State, a resolution was introduced declaring 
that wine is a remedy for the evils of intemperance, and 
asking the next Legislature to enact laws allowing wine 
to be sold free from license and releasing it from the 
prohibition laws of the towns, 
California. Opposition was tmmediate and overwheim- 
img all over the house. Finally the resolution was 
brought to a vote, and defeated unanimously, the movers 
of the resolution even not voting for it. I believe if 
wisdom prevails, the wine business in California will be 
allowed to gradually adjust itself to the new conditions, 
and conservative action on the part: of the wine growers 
will be a mark of wisdom. 
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Oroville Olives. 
UTTE COUNTY is known 
its citrus, more than its other fruits. The county will 

be celebrated more extensively yet over its olives. This 

fruit seems to find its natural environment in the aurifer- 
ous clay of the Feather River banks. The trees bear 
heavily almost every year, and even in neglected orch- 
ards the yield of olives is sometimes immense. One 
citizen of Butte told me of a small grove which had not 
been cultivated for years—‘turned out,” in fact—and 
still it was.laden every year with a fine crop of fruit.

Dwarfing Trees. 


HE Japanese would be a remarkable people viewed 

from their horticultural work alone, and in the grow- 
ing of dwarfish trees their borticultural skill is most 
marvelous. No one who has not seen a genuine old 
collection of Japanese dwarf trees, can have any idea of 
the superlative grace and dignity of a Thuya, or a maple, 
and growing in an old basin not 
In Japan these aged plants 
are of extreme antiquity and are handed down as heir- 
'ooms like a gold brooch or a diamond may be in this 
country. The Jeyanese have no doubt an association be- | 
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perhaps 250 years old 
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tween the tree and their ancestors not held by our peo- 
ple toward their keepsakes. Of all the dwarfs I have 
seen the Thuya, one of the Arborvitae, is the prettiest. 
It is one of the most formal of trees in its native State, 
but in the hands of the Japanese gardener it becomes as 
wax, to be worked into exquisite tree shapes and with its 
lovely fronds welded into forms that last literally for 
centuries. | 

Is there anything more attractive to the imagination 
than that of a father leaving an example of his horti- 
cultural handiwork to be viewed by his descend- 
ants ten generations hence. This dwarfing is the result 
of atrophy or of physiological causes induced by the 
methods of cultivation and training employed. This 
form of horticultural art has its schools, its acknowl- 
-edged masters both amateur and professional. These ar- 
tists sign their masterpieces as do painters of pictures 
or sculptors, and these miniature trees have vaiues in 
proportion to their antiquity, their conformity to the 
type they represent or the artist’s reputation who esiab- 
lished the tree. These dwarfs are used to advantage 
in landscape scenes in which a Japanese artist may rep- 
resent some historic country seat upon a platter not 
larger than a saucer. : 

Fruit Canneries. 
WRITER from a comparatively new fruit section 

says “I have always believed that the Royal 
Ann cherry and the Bartlett pear must be the 
staple articles for a successful cannery to depend upon.” 
That happy section has never experienced pear blight, 
to which the Bartlett is particularly susceptible. After 
the invasion (and it is heading that way at a marvelous 
rate) the cannery that depended upon this pear would 
seon have bats in its attic and moss upon its threshold. 
Cannery promoters are getting about as bad as the 
blight in many sections of the northern coast. In some 
cases they have dragooned the fruit growers into bo- 
nuses where there was no need of a cannery whatever, 
and the reaction is apparent. Men will always be found 
to follow a new excitement or development for their 
own selfish purposes, and the cannery business has had 
more than its share of these promoters. Where an in- 
stitution of this kind is really needed enough coin should 
be put up to make it draw from a large area, even if 
local pride has to be sacrificed to do it. 


Biack Peach Aphis. 
ANTERS of trees and vines, and more especially 
nurserymen often criticize their horticultural officers 
for using arbitrary measures to prevent the introduc- 
tion and spread of insect pests. Could they get a pano- 
rama of the whole State as it is revealed to me every 
month these objectors would join the ranks of the in- 
spectors and commissioners and become advocates of 
these precautionary measures, rather than critics of 
them. Almost in every county an individual or neigh- 
borhood is engaged in an encounter with some killing 
insect pest. In two sections it is the Florida white fly. 
The phylioxera is widespread in many counties, woolly 
aphis or purple scale, mealy bug or what not, the life of 
the afflicted farmer is burdened with additional expense. 
The latest is an invasion of peach aphis in a county 
free from this pest until lately. One grower had de- 
stroyed nineteen fine trees, burning them where they 
had grown. In an adjoining orchard four trees had 
been uprooted and burned. in another adjoining place 


seven trees were found infected, and their destruction is | 


anticipated if the aphis does not yieki to the bi-sulphide 
of carbon applied to the root form of this pest. Now 
these three growers will not in the future object to close 
inspection of nursery trees, or to strict quarantine. They 
perhaps never did object, for men who will apply such 
heroic treatment perhaps were always in favor of quar- 
antine. But there they were, destroying their own 
working capital because some nurseryman sent them in- 
fected stock. Lately a firm of land promoters insisted 
on flooding a county with grapevines from anywhere, in 
spite of the fact that not one vine in the county has been 
attacked by phylioxera. I am sure that a sensible, en- 


forcible quarantine law should never be opposed in view 


of such experiences as have been related above. 
¢ 
Gum Disease. 


HIS is one of the most destructive diseases that 

threatens the industry, and must certainly continue to 
spread and destroy trees as they become older unless 
stringent measures are taken to check it as has already 
been done in some sections where it has threatened en- 
tire groves: There are many quacks in the field selling 
patent dopes to cure this disease, and they should be 
given a scant hearing by growers who are seeking _per- 
manent results. Exhaustive tests are being completed 
in the State Pathology Laboratory, and these show that 
the trouble is not due to any spore, germ, or organism, 
but in every case to physical and mechanical conditions 
which are nearly always in the soil. Any disinfectant 
or other dope applied to the wounds is of no value, then 
as a curative measure. What is important in this re- 
spect is to remove diseased tissues before they are en- 
tirely dried out and while the sap wood beneath the 
diseased cambium is still capable of healing over the 
diseased portions. Now put on a heavy coating of any 
material you choose that will hold the natural moisture 
of the trunk and thus facilitate healing. It is desirable 
that it should contain sufficient disinfectant to prevent 
saprophytic rots from entering the wounds, but not 
enough to burn and kill the sap wood benath, which 
must be depended upon for heating out the portions re-

long journey East. 


“During the heavy shipping season—November 1 to 
May 1—Southern California vegetables are found on sale 
in practically every important market in the United 
States and Canada, and I am pleased to say that our 
vegetables are looked upon with favor by the critical 
eastern consumers. Cars were shipped which netted the 
growers nearly $1,000,000. The celery is practically all 
from the famous peatlands of Orange county, 6000 acres 
being devoted to this vegetable alone. The industry 
was started in 1890, but for the succeeding three or four 
years it was in the experimental stage, and in conse- 
quence it was well along to 1897 before any large quantity 
was shipped east in car lots. However, since the busi- 
ness was established on a solid basis, shipments have 
increased each year, and now California celery is a big 
factor commercially in all markets. 


“The industry from the standpoint of the grower has 
been profitable, and good celery land during the past few 
years has more than doubled in value.

Last season 
over 1000 carloads went. East, which netted growers about 
$18 per ton. 

“Fall and winter tomatoes for eastern shipment are 
grown extensively and are profitable. They are ready 
October to February, and bring good prices. The princi- 
pal sections are Whittier, La Habra Valley and Fuller- 
ton. These tomatoes are shipped by freight in carload 
lots and are found in all eastern markets, after the loca] 
crops have been nipped by the frosts. The California 
fall and winter tomato of the Stone variety has no equal 
as a shipper. Four years ago no shipments were made 
in carload lots, but now several cars daily go out during 
the shipping season. 7 

“Califosnia Bermuda onions from Coachelia and Ther- 
mal are one of the new features in the vegetable line. 
Heretofore the most of the Bermuda onions have come 
from Texas, but from now on the desert section must be’ 


considered. Last season sixty cars were shipped, which | 


netted the growers over 2 cents per pound on the entire 
crop. This year the crop is estimated at 300 carloads, 
and it will only be a few years when 1000 cars will be 
shipped. There is a very bright future for the Coachella 
and Thermal onion growers. 

“Early potatoes are ready for market during May, 
June and July, and come at a time when they are wanted. 
While Southern California is not a large producing sec- 
tion for potatoes, still each year sees several hundred 
carloads shipped, and, generally speaking, at good prices. 

“In addition to the above, asparagus, artichokes, let- 
tuce, bunch vegetables, green peas, string beans, and 
other small vegetables are grown on a very extensive 


basis, and most of them are to be had every day in the 


year. 

“The growers, having good land with plenty of water 
for irrigation and using ordinary intelligence in making 
the crop, are sure to have the balance on the right side 
of the ledger, but I am sorry to say that there aré too 
many growers that do not know whether their crops 
made a profit or a loss. 

“Following the address Mr. Cronemiller gave by re- 
quest an account of the methods of the California Vege- 


table Union, which was organized to handle the celery 
crop of Orange county. The present condition of the 


cabbage market he attributed to several causes, among 
which is the unusually large acreage planted by growers 
of this district, between 4000 and 5000 acres, against 
which the union strongly advised. This, in conjunction 
with the mild weather conditions that have prevailed in 
the East and middle West, which has glutted the market 
with old cabbage, and the exceedingly high fretght rates 


of the West, has combined to ruin prices for California 


cabbage. 


lowa Oats. 


OWA is the greatest oats-raising State in the Union. | 
A recent bulletin issued by the Experiment Station of | 


that State shows that the average yield of oats in Iowa 
is 29.5 bushels per acre. The highest average yield for 
any season in the past five years was 34 bushels per 
acre. The station authorities claim that by the use of 
better varieties, a better quality of seed, treatment for 
smut, better preparations of the land and drill- 
ing in the seed, the average yield could easily 
be raised to above forty bushels per acre. In 1907 forty 
fields of oats were used to determine the amount of bene- 
fit from treating the seed with formalin to prevent smut. 
Twenty fields were seeded with treated seed and twenty 
with seed not treated. The average amount of smut in 
the fields where the seed was not treated was nearly 8 
per cent. as compared with less than 1 per cent. where 
the seed was treated. The most productive of many va- 
rieties which have; been, grown at the station for three 


years or more is the Silvermine and the next is the 
Kherson.—[Oregon Agriculturist. 
Shooting the Shoots. |

of the trees. But how to dislodge the growth was the 
question. Airships were not available, and the foreman 
could not grin the mistletoe down like Davy Crockett 
did the coons. At last some genius thought of shooting 
the bunches out with rifles, and now Mr. Tevis employs 
two expert riflemen to whittle a circle around the base 
of each bunch of mistletoe and bring them to earth in 
that way. Now when one hears the “ping” of bullets at 
Stockdale, it does not mean the death of tree squirre|s, 
as it did in the woods of Illinois, but merely means that 
Mr. Tevis is having his sycamores trimmed by a most 
novel practice.

Venereal Diseases. 


WOMAN correspondent asks whether a girl is safe 

in marrying a man who has been treated for syphilis 

or gonorrhoea, and is considered cured, after undergoing 
drug treatment. 

Thousands of lives have been wrecked in this way. A 
blood disease is not cured by drugs. The poison is 
merely latent—driven back into the system, plus the 
drug poisons. It has happened, in sanatoria conducted 
under the natural plan of treatment, that men who had 
supposed themselves cured years before have developed 
a distinctly marked case of gonorrhoea. Then they were 
really cured. 

No man who has had a venerea] disease should marry 
until he has taken a thorough course of hydropathic 
treatment, eating meanwhile very lightly, and mainly 
of foods that aid in the eliminating process, such as 
fresh fruits and green leaves. This he should do as an 
act of simple justice to the trusting girl who gives her- 
self into his charge, and to innocent children yet un- 
born. 


Big Food Fish. 


HE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS recently con- 

tained a page illustration, showing a big haul of 
tunny, by fishermen with nets, in the Mediterranean. 
The fish often grows to ten feet in length, and to a 
weight of a thousand pounds or more. It has been 
fished in the Mediterranean since the time of the Phoe- 
nicians. It is caught for its oil, as well as its flesh. 

The “tunny” of the Mediterranean is the “fighting 
tuna” of Southern California waters, a fish that brings 
thousands of amateur rod and ree] fishermen from all 
parts of the world to Catalina Island every year. The 
heaviest caught at Catalina weighed about 250 pounds.

Fruit Store Versus Drug Store. 
ERE are some dietetic suggestions from the National 
Magazine: 


“Garlic eaten raw will cure a cold in the head, grippe 
or influenza in the first stages, but in cases where preju-— 
diced people refuse to test its virtues, Irish moss 
lemonade made after the well-known flaxseed lemonade 
recipe and taken for both meat and drink stands next 
on the list. : a 

“Pineapple juice will relieve inflammation of the 
throat in the most advanced and chronic cases, and will 
cure all ordinary attacks. In both membraneous croup 
and diphtheria, pure pineapple juice either raw or from 
the canned fruit will cure when the entire apothecary 
shop has been tried and found wanting.” 

The pineapple contains more potash than any other 
well-known tropical fruit. In diphtheria, chlorate of 
potash is given frequently, in small doses, to clear the 
throat. 

The tomato is another fruit that ranks very high in 
potash. This accounts for its beneficial action on a tor- 
pid liver. 

Let diphtheria patients eat freely of pineapple—prefer- 
ably raw, as the canned fruit is preserved in sugar. If 
you can't get pineapples, substitute tomatoes. 

Remember, again, that all the medicine you need you 
can find in foods, and that what you do not find there 
is worthless, or harmful, or both. Go to the fruit store 
—or to your garden—instead of the drug store.

Oranges for Boils. 


OLLOWING is an extract from a booklet entitled 
“How to Prevent Cancer,” by Robert Bell, M.D., an 


English physician: 


“Over twenty years ago, when my health suffered at 
intervals from overwork, I, like many others from a 
similar cause, was subject to boils. Now we know that 
the epithelium, when in a healthy condition, is imper- 
vious to all microbic influence. On the other hand, if 
from any cause, the epithelial cells do not come to ma- 
turity before being thrown off, the succeeding cells lose 


their horny character, and permit the entrance of that 


microbe into the hair follicles, which gives rise to what 
are erroneously termed heat spote—which frequently de- ' 


velop into boils. 


“During one of these attacks a friend advised me to 


eat at least half a dozen oranges every day. I followed 


his advice and the effect was most gratifying, and I have 
acted upon it repeatedly, as well as recommended it to 
my patients, and always with satisfactory results. This 


I can only attribute to the beneficial effects produced 
upon cell—metabolism by the extra quantity of fresh 


fruit supplied to the system. It would appear therefore, 
that other affections of the skin are due essentially to 
the same cause as scurvy, though not perhaps to the 


same degree.” 


Foolish Advice. 


NEWSPAPER writer says: 
(1) “Don't stand at an open window just after you 


get up. Don’t breathe deep just after you get out of 


bed. If you do you are apt to catch a cold.” 

(2) “Never take a cold bath when you get up.” 

(3) “Don’t drink water when you get up, unless you 
take a little warm water.” 

(4) “Don’t work before your breakfast. Eat your 
breakfast as scon as possible after rising.” 

That's good advice for the raising of susceptible hu- 
man hot-house plants.

western hemisphere—and “then some.” The local 
Hearst paper recently announced that Mr.* Pabst has 
offered a prize of $200 for the best answer to his article. 

It would not be hard to refute some of the statements 


made by Mr. Pabst. He refers to the food value of beer. 


Now, the food value of beer is almost a negligible quan- 
tity. As the editor of this department recently said, 


there is more nourishment in two ounces of barley than — 


in a gallon of beer. The bitter element in the hops may 
create a fictitious appetite. That, however, is another 
story. 

Pure beer, made from pure water, malt and hops, does 
little harm when taken in moderation. Indeed, as we 
have frequently said, from a hygienic point of view, pure 
beer and light wines are better than coffee and tea. The 
chief objection to much of the American beer is that it 
is not so made. Hops—until recently, when there has 
been a slump—have been too expensive for American 
brewers, and harmful chemicals have been substituted, 
a process that would not be permitted in Germany, 
where the health of the common people counts for more 
with the authorities than the profits of corporations. 
Again much American beer is sold before it is properly 
aged and fermented, and the bottled beer contains pre- 
servatives, like salicylic acid. 

Yet again, in this country beer is drunk at altogether 
too cold a temperature. This is most harmful to the 
stomach and kidneys. Indeed, it may safely be said that 
the cold temperature at which beer is gulped down in 
America does more harm than the small percentage of 
alcohol it contains. Americans eat and drink like fools. 
Hogs have more sense. Everything must be boiling hot 
or ice cold. Results: Dentists, dyspepsia, diabetes and 
premature death. 

Mr. Pabst is right when he declares that in countries 
where light wines or beers are drunk exclusively, there 
is little or no drunkenness—much less than in those 
that spasmodically and by legal coercion aim at abso- 
lute prohibition. It was only when wine began to be 
adulterated and imitated and the drinking of absinthe 
and liqueurs became popular that drunkenness spread to 
such an extent as to alarm the French government. In 
Western and Southern Europe every one, men and 
women, from childhood drink with the two principal 
meals a light wine—usuaily a red wine—containing but 
a small percentage of alcohol. This light wine is usu- 
ally diluted with about one-third the amount of water. 
Such a drink is much less harmful than tea and coffee. 
As the editor has said, a sharp distinction should be 
made between the sale of pure light wines or beer and 
the sale of spirits. It is absurd to put these beverages 
in the same category with fusel-oil rot gut. 

Some years ago, Prof. Atwater, of the Department of 
Agriculture, raised something of a storm, and gave 
much comfort to the liquor interests, by making the 
false statement that alcohol is a food. It is just as much 
of a food as is a whip lash applied to the back of a tired 
horse. Now another member of the Department has 
got into trouble, and raised a roar from the Prohibition- 
ists, only in this case it is an account of something he 
declares he did not say—any more than Prof. Osler said 
aman should be _ chloroformed at 60. Some “bright 
young man” attached to a newspaper credited Prof. Har- 


vey Wiley, chief chemist of the Department of Agricul- | 


ture, with saying that “the man who never takes a 
drink is a ‘mollycoddle.’” Now Wiley declares he said 
nothing of the kind. Here is what he says (in writing, 
over his signature,) that he really did say: 

“I said that I believe the gencrai effect on mankind is 


wholly bad; that it is bad even in small quantities; that | 
if distilled beverages, such as whisky, brandy and rum, | 
have any good effects, they are due to the fact that the | 
aromatic and fragrant substances therein stimulate the 


digestive secretions and thus overcume, to a certain ex- 
tent. the bad effect of the alcohol which they contain. 
I said further that I am in theory a prohibitionist, but 
that there are practical difficulties in the way of prohibi- 
tion and that the better plan would be to abolish the sa- 


loons, and that if people want to drink distilled bever- — 
ages they should do so quietly at their homes and with | 


their foods, and not in saloons. I made no reference 
whatever in my address to the term ‘mollycoddle,’ nor 


did | suggest or advise young men to drink liquor of 


any kind, but said that it was always bad.” 

For “distilled” Prof. Wiley should have substituted 
“fermented.” What person, who is not a savage, would 
think of drinking whisky or brandy with a meal—except 
in the preliminary cocktail, which is superfluous. It is 
true that Queen Victoria was restricted by her physi- 


cians to Scotch whisky and water with her meals, in her | 
closing days, but the man who knows how to dine will | 


perfect the “bouquet” of a well-matured Riesling, Zin- 
fande] or Sauterne.

TO MAKE AMERICAN LINEN. 


A Massachusetts inventor has perfected a. process of 


transforming flax straw into fiber that promises to add 
millions to the revenue of the American farmer, says 
the World Today, and to make possible the manufac- 
ture of linen fiber in the United States. 


By the laborious process followed abroad it takes 
from sixteen to thirty weeks to transform flax straw into 
linen. There is first the “rotting,” which In Belgium is 
done by weighting down the flax straw in pools of water 
exposed to the sun until the wood or “shive” is rotted 
away from the fiber. 


Then comes the “scutching” or beating of the dried 
straw. After this it is “hackled” by pulling the straw 
through the coarse teeth of combs for the purpose of re- 
moving snaris and tamgles. The softening and bleach- 
ing processes number twenty-five after al) this has been 
done before the finished linen fabric is ready for mar- 
ket. 


Now comes Benjamin C. Mudge of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology with a combined mechanical 
and chemical process that makes linen out of straw in 
twelve hours. In place of the European method, which 
consists very largely in leaving the natural rotting proc- 
ess to accomplish the disintegration of straw, Mr. 
Mudge goes at this work by machinery until the raw 
flax fiber has been wrested from the flax stalk. 

Then the chemical process begins, and I can testify 
from observation that, using three or four chemical 
baths, Mr. Mudge first degums, then bleaches, softens 
and in the end makes a glossy, white and exceedingly 
tough fiber out of what in the beginning looked like a 
mass. of. tangled horse hair. 


The European method yields about 170 pounds of 
fiber from 1000 pounds of straw and sacrifices the seed 
crop. The Mudge process secures 250 pounds of straw 
It converts the “shive’’ 
wasted by the European method into a pulp for paper- 
making, and also saves the “tow.” 


HOW FAST WIND TRAVELS. 

Most people at some time or other have used the ex- 
pression “went like the wind,” wishing to convey the 
idea of extraordinary velocity. 

Coming down to actual figures, however, the wind is 
not such a speedy traveler after all. The month of 
March more than any other in the year has a windy rec- 
ord, so the figures supplied by the loca] Weather Bureau 
station for the month just ended will do to illustrate 
the fallacy of the expression. 

From the first to the thirty-first the wind movement 
as registered at the top of the Federal Building was 8336 
miles, or an average of 278 miles a day for thirty days. 
Here is an average of only 11% miles an hour, a speed 
which even a slow-moving freight steamer approaches.— 
[Boston Transcript. 


TREE AN OLD MAN’S FRIEND. 


Charles Nickolson, Sr., has a pecan tree of which he 
is justly proud. In 1855 he was brought to Texas as a 
slave. When he was set free he bought a small farm 
and there was one pecan tree on it. He planted a few 
more trees, but they were small or common pecans. 

While young and strong, he raised cotton and corn 
and made a living, but no money to save. Today he is 
no longer able to work the field, but devotes his atten- 
tion to pecan trees. One tree bears the largest pecans 
grown in America. They can be found at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, where he sent a few. 

Last year he sold $54 worth from this one tree. He 
gave his friends some and planted more. The young 
trees he is selling ravidly at $1 each, and yesterday said 
he had none left.—[Westfield Correspondence Houston 
Post.

the Japanese are teaching the Koreans, see what has 
become of the mines, the fisheries, the forests, the har- 
bors, the salt works, and you wil] find out what Japan 
is capable of in the way of selfishness, and you will 
find out the moral quality of a government which places 
no checks upon the rapacity of its people. 

“Korea is a sufficient object lesson to show what 
Japan actually is beneath these new garments of civili- 
zation which she has put on. But she has this one ex- 
cuse, equivocal through it may be, that she is afraid 
of her own people. If the Japanese government should 
turn about and begin to treat Korea as we are treating 
the Philippines it would mean a bloody revolution on 
the part of the Japanese people themselves. They are 
so determined that Korea is the El Dorado where 
wealth can be acquired merely by wresting it from 
weak Koreans that any one who comes between them 
and the bone they are picking will have to reckon 
with their teeth.”
